INGTON LAYING THEIR PLANS. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 10.—Mr. Gladstone, Earl 
Spencer, Mr. Morley, and Lord Rosebery are at 
Hawarden, where they will hold a conference 
with other Liberal leaders to-morrow. It is be- 
lieved that thev Will consider an important pro- 
nunciamento which, it is said, will be made at 
the Nottingham meeting next week, as well as 
the speech to be delivered by Mr. Gladstone at 
that meeting. 

Tne Liberal Unionists will hold a meeting in 
London on Monday next, Lord Hartington pre- 
siding, when the Governwent’s failure in Ire- 
land will be considered. It is expected that a 
Cabinet council will be held at the end of next 
week. The consensus of opinion is that a crisis 
will arise before the end of a month which will 
force a modification of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain and Mr. Jesse Col- 
lings departed from Birmingham to-day on 
their Lrish tour. A large number of their friends 
aud followers gathered at the station to see 
them off. and there was much handshaking and 


applause. Both gentlemen made brief speeches, 
in which they referred to ‘the claims of the 
minority in ireland. Mr. Chamberlain said that 
the home rulers had refrained altogether from 
considering the feelings, wishes, and rights of 
tho minority in Ireland, which minority was re- 
spectabie in numbers and character, and which 
had aright to be heard as well as the majority. 
When it was proposed to alter the Constitution 
of the United Kingdom he could not understand 
how the Liberals had given importance to the 
views of the sedititious party and had not’con- 
—— the views of those who had always been 
oyal. : 

An immense meeting was held in the Round 
Room of the Rotundain Dublin to-day to pre- 
test against the prosecutions directed by the 
Government against the press. Mr. Thomas 
Sexton, member of Parliament, presided. Sey- 
eral English journalists were present. After an 
address by Mr. William O’Brien, member of 
Parliament, resolutions were read declaring 


that the struggle for the freedom of 
the press must be continued. Mr. El- 
liott, of Columbus, Ohio, seconded the 
resolutions, He said that those in America who 


had been advocates of tne use of dynamite had 
changed their views, and are now among Mr. Giad- 
stone’s Warmest admirers, Mr. O’Brien challenged 
Mr. Balfour to suppress the National League, 
as long as reports of the proceedings of League 
meetings were published in the newspapapers. 
And Mr. Balfour, he declared, could nut sup- 
press the National press of Ireland until he had 
suppressed a large section of the English, Welsh, 
nud Scotoh press. he priests and the people 
were united, and they had pledged themselves 
to thwart and ridicuie all actempts at coercion 
and to hold Balfour up to public hatred and 
contempt. The resolutions were carried amid 
great enthusiasm. 

The Coroner s inquest in the case of Lonergan 
and others, who were killed in the affray be- 
tween the poiice and the people at Mitchells- 
town, was continued to-day. During the pro- 
ceedings there was a violent scene between Mr. 
Harrington and Crown Counsel Morphy, and 
Mr. Condon, member of Parliament, becoming 
excited, jumped into the body of the court, 
threatening tu chastise Mr. Morphy, and spat at 
at him, the mob of spectators yelling in ap- 
proval. Finally the Coroner interfered and the 
tumult was quelled. Afterward Mr. Condon, 
being examined, declared that the police at the 
meeting in the square persisted in irritating the 
people in order to provoke arow. He saw them 
using their batons before-the riot began. 

Mer. Persico, the Papal delegate to Ireland, 
in a sermon delivered in Dublin yesterday said 
that he was gratified at the devotion of the Irish 
to the Pope. Their devotion was manifest 
throughout all Treland, even including Ulster. 
He said that he was grieved at the poverty 
which existed in the west of Ireiand, but re- 
joiced that In other parts of the country such an 
ubphappy state of affairs did not exist. 

Thirty-eight valuable horses belonging to the 
hunting stud of Capt. Hollwey Steeds, of Clon- 
silla House, Castleknock, abont five miles from 
Dublin, have beeh malicivusly poisoned. Ten of 
the horses have died.

James E. Quinn, of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 49, of New-York, the famous

mind in the nineteenth century has reached a point 
expressed almost universally against capital punish- 
ment or taking of human life by judicial process as 
a relic of barbarism, therefore be it. 

Resolved, That this convention express sorrow 
that several men in Chicago are doomei to death, 
and that it use every endeavor to secure the commu- 
tation of the sentence of death passed upon them. 

The convention was at once thrown into the 
wildest excitement, scores of the delegates try- 
ing at the same time to obtain the floor. General 
Master Workman Powderly decided the resolu- 
uuon out of order. Joseph Evans, of Pittsvurg, 
appealed from the decision. The appeal was 
lost by a vote of 151 to 52. 

Before the appeal was taken Mr. Powderly 
called General Worthy Foreman Griffiths, of 
Chicago, to the chair, and in a short but vehe- 
ment speech called upon the convention to de- 
feat the resolution. He said no true Knight 
could be an Anarchist. He appealed to the 
delegates in impassioned words not to pervert 
the purposes of the order by the passage of any 
such resolutions. It was the hottest speech 
Powderly was ever known to make, 

Quinn, who offeredj the resolution, voted yea 
on the — in urder to move a reconsidera- 
tion. T. H. Lawry, of Pennsylvania, also made a 
Warm speech, and was followed by a number of 
others. This was the principal episode of a 
rather quiet day. 

The General Executive Board held # secret 
session in the West Hotel, which lasted all the 
forenoon. The general opinion among the 
delegates to-day is that no serious tight will 
come up now before the convention closes its 
work. A sharp diecussion 1s likely to occur over 
the law governing the national trade districts. 
Itis said that the trade district delegates will 
ask that the law be changed materially so as to 
give them more power. This request will be 
opposed, and very strongly, too, by the dele- 
gates representing the mixed districts, as the 
demands of the former would in a measure tend 
to utterly destroy the power of the latter. The 
fight that it was supposed would be made 
against Powderly and the other general officers 
is said to have been given up.

A RAILROAD STEAMER SUNK. 

Cairo, I11., Oct. 10.—A collision occurred 
in the harbor here last night between tne rail- 
road transfer steamer W. Butler Duncan, of the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company, and the 
steamer New South, running between here and St.

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WALKING MATOH., 
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MILITIAMEN MARCHING IN A SIX DAYS’ 
GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE. ‘ 

The days of the go-as-you-please walking 
match were thought to have wound up some 
years ago in the classic paths of Madison-Square 
Garden. Yesterday, however, the old sport came 
to life again, with the added attraction of full 
militia uniforms, knapsack, rifles, and equip- 
ments. First Sergt. Charles L. Kelly, of Com- 
pany ©, Sixty-ninth Regiment, who is the present 
thampion of military marchers, was challenged 
some time ago by Sergt. George Fleischman, of 
Company F, Eleventh Regiment, to give proof 
of his right to retain the title. An agreement 


was made to meet in a six-day walk, each con- 
testant to carry the equipments required in 
heavy marching order, and wearing uniform and 
cap. The weight of these impediments were to 
be 4615 pounds. 

This contest began yesterday at Sulzer’s Har- 
lem River Park, at One Hundred and Twenty- 
sixth-street, in the presenee of an admiring 
crowd of fellow-National Guardsmen and 
friends. The match had been opened to other 
guardamen at an entrance fee of $10. The 
prize is a diamond badge, besides the satisfac- 
tion of possibly beating the champion. Several 
of those who had entered for the walk failed to 
appear yesterday, among them E. Kennedy, of 
the Fourth Regiment of New-Jersey, and Corp. 
Luing, of the Eleventh New-York Regiment. 
Private T. Bannon, of the Second Battery, N. 
G&. 8. N. Y., and Sergt. Kramer, of the Ninth 
Regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y. arethe two remaining 
contestants. 

After waiting some time for the absentees the 
walk began at 1:10 P. M., the four uniformed 
tmen|being in line with rifles at the right shoulder. 
Kelly at once started off as if he meant to get 
somewhere, and steamed rapidly ahead. He is 
a@ strong, powerfully built young Irishman, and 
Weighs 160 pounds. He did not march in atrict 
military form, but swung his left arm, and after 
the first few laps carried his gun in any po- 
sition. Kramer was the jolly one of the par- 
ty, joking his fellow-sufferers. Fleischman, 
who has been in the regular army, and 
fought Indians in the Modoc war, stood and 
marched aa straight as an arrow. His pace was 
slower than the others at first, but he kept 
right on at the same rate and did not get tired. 
Bannon astonished everybody with his tre- 
mendous strides, which were the regulation 30- 
inch steps provided for in the tactics. He 
walked 12 miles and left the track for a rest; 
ne was then second in the race. Kramer reste 
at 8 miles. Kelly kept on without stopping 
until he had made 16 miles jand stood at the 
head. Fleischman résted once during the after- 
noon and walked 11 miles, putting him in third 


plaee. 

Everybody left the track a short time for a 
light supper, Kelley staying away the shortest 
time and immediately settling down to work on 
his return. When he left the track finally at 11 
o’clock he had 35 miles to his credit, and was 
the leader by four miles over Bannon, who still 
remained second with 31. Fleischman left the 
track early with a score of 20 miles. He is not 
tired, but is husbanding his strength for the re- 
maining five days in the week. Kramer was 
satisfied with 29 miles and then retired. The 
walk will begin again this morning at 11 0’clock.

MOSQUITO OOAST ENTERPRISE. 

John H. Simmons, ‘editor and proprietor 
ofthe Mosquito Coust Courier,isin town. Mr. 
Simmons writes editorials in the land where 
banana skins are made and rubber overcoats 
grow. The Mosquito Reservation on the Carib- 
bean Sea, on the coast of Nicaraugua, is a district 
35 by 200 miles in extent, It was set apart by 
the Government of Central America in 1860 as 
® Teservation for the Mosquito Indians, the 
aboriginal inhabitants, who now number be- 


tween 5,000 and 10,000. Since that time Nicar- 
agua has made sundry interesting efforts to 
zet the territory back, iargely on account of the 
Bluefields Harbor and River, which are the best 
sommercial approaches offered by the shore line 
for 1,000 miles. 

The settlement at Bluefields numbers about 
250. The country is entirely under the domin- 
ou of the Mosquito Indians, whorule by a hered- 
tary monarchy. The chief industry is the ex- 
sortation of india rubber and bananas. Banana 
and ¢osts only a nominal rent. The original out- 
ay is $60 an acre, and the income averages 25 
ger cent. a year, so that the Americans there are 
loing well. The climate is very salubrious. Con- 
sumption is unknown, and all the sickness has 
‘0 be imported. Lines of steamers now run from 


Bluefields to New-Orleans, Philadelphia, and 
‘his city.

AT “THE OPENING OF THE 


PIEDMONT EXPOSITION. 

CONGRESSMAN TELLS WHAT HB 
WOULD DO IF HE WERE A MAKER 
OF CUSTOMS—MANY HEAR HIM. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 10.—No fairer weather 
or more auspicious circumstances could have 
attended the opening of the great Piedmont Ex- 
position. The halls were filled with displays 
from the tropics, from field and from mine, and 
the work of art vied with the fertility of nature 
in lending variety to the scene. The depart- 
ment of machinery was especially well 
filled, while the poultry show was equal 
to the best ever seen in the South. The 
displays of merchandise were abundant. Huge 
blocks from the manganese, marble, and other 
min®s cave evidence of the character of the 
raw material in the Piedmont country, while 
the manufactured articles showed that home 
work was solving the problom of axving money 
made in the mines. In the main hall were dis- 
played magnificent specimens of Atlanta wood- 
work. 

All day long thousands of people thronged 
through the halls admiring the displays. The 
great interest of to-day was in the reception of 
Mr. Samuel J. Randall, whose duty 1t was to 
open the exhibition. Gov. Gordon iutroduced 


the speakerin a highly complimentary speech. 
He said: 


“If Lhad the power to establish American cus- 
toms, | would ordain that on oceasions like the pres- 
ent ovr people should exchange congratulations and 
render thanks that we are citizens of the best 
country and joint managers of the best Government 
in the world. It seems to me that our appreciation 
ot this country and of its Government should in- 
erease with all these multiplied evidences of its in- 
creasing prosperity, and ef protection to property 
and security to liberty. It was the cus- 
tom of Cato, -the greatest and purest of Roman 
patriots, to close his speeches in the Senate 
With the declaration: ‘Carthage niust be destroyed.’ 
I would have American patrists emphasize in their 
public utterances the far nobler sentiment, *Ameri- 
ean liberty must be preserved.’ Of all the peculi- 
arities of our British kindred (ana they have many) 
the one which impressed me most was the immemor- 
ial custom of standing witn uncovered heads in all 
ther public gatherings, and with united voices 
chanting the national anthem, ‘God Save the 
Queen.’ Would thatin all our great assemblages 
there shonid rise from the deep fount in every 
American’s heart and roll through the land a might- 
ier anthem, ‘God Save Our Republic.’ ” 


The Governor introduced Mr. Randall. 
gentleman said: 


“Plato’s beautiful description of far-famed At- 
lantis may be aptly applied to tho State of Georvzia. 
We behold the extent and fertility of the land, with 
its lofty mountains, its temperate climate, its min- 
eral wealth, its unmeasured possibilities. ‘The labor 
the intelligence of the statesmanship of Georgia, it 
matters not for us to inquire why or wherefore, long 
slumbered in the midst of this great wealth and 
knew itnot. But soon there caine atime when the 
people threw off this lethargy and, instructed by the 
example and success of others, and impelled by in- 
dustrial ambition, started out upon a career which 
has already chécred and gladdened this Common- 
wealth from one end of it to the other. The mount- 
ains yield up their hidden treasures, the fields 
furnish abundant harvests, thé rivers no longer run 
idly by; but turn the wheels of busy industry and 
comfort and plenty, morality and good order settle 
down upon this fair land like a benediction. No won- 
dér then that we witness the erection of these 
aplendid palaces of peace. Here are exhibited 
the latest triumphs of labor-saving machines and 
the choice products of farm, mine, aud factory, They 
are true and sure signs of the progress and pros- 
perity of the people. They are the outcome from 
the massés, anil not the gift of the select few, and 
the lesson they teach needs to be learned in these 
happier days by those who would keep abreast of 
modern progress. They are not only the occasion of 
innocent and laudable festivity and rejoicing for 
what has already been accomplished but they serve 
to stimulate the intelligence, capital, and labor of 
the community to a greater advance and more effect- 
ive results.” 


From this point Mr. Randall proceeded to give 
a résumé of the statistics of the past nine 
months, showing the wonderful progress ex- 
emplified by the fact that while the increase of 
values in the Union last year was 49 per cent, 
that in the South was 120. After dealing in 
these statistics for some time he arrived at the 
discovery that while the manufactured products 
necessary for the general use of the people had 
decreased in price, the wages of labor had 
largely increased from this discovery. He pro- 
ceeded to the conclusion following: 

“The search after the truth has exposed fallacies 
of science as well as falsehood in history. It has, 
for example, been declared with dogmatic energy 
and persistence that under certain conditions of du. 
ties on imports the prices of food and clothing would 
be higher, while the wages of labor wonld be lower. 
Now, it has been demonstrated by the investiga- 
tion to which I have alluded, that in the 
years since 1860 the reverse has been act- 
ually proved to be the fact, by whatever 
standard tested, and the price of food and 
clothing have been reduced, the wages of labor in- 
creased, and the profits of capital lessened; while 
despite those whose theories, predictions, and selfish 
interests have contemplated the failure and discom- 
fiture of the people in developing their individual 
resources, the people, nevertheless, have risen su- 
perior to all adverse influences and achieved a com- 
plete and, I believe, a lasting victory.” 

At 3:47 Mr. Randall congluded speaking. 
Gov. Gordon touched an electric button, the sig- 
nal was given to Gen. Young, the batteries 
opened, and to the music of booming cannon 
the machinery of the great exposition started.

AN UNKNOWN YOUNG WOMAN MEETS 
DEATH IN A BROOKLYN HOTEL. 

A little before 10 o’clock on Sunday night 
a light-haired girl, apparently about 20 years of 
age, walked into the office of the Dwinel House, 
on Fulton-street, Brooklyn, and asked Clerk 
Kilcoyna if he could let her have a room for the 
night. She lived near by, she said, but after 
being off for the day on a picnic she had returned 
home to find that her parents had locked her out. 
As the girl appeared to be perfeetly sober and 
was ladylike in her manners, the clerk assigned 
her to Room 21, on the second floor. When re- 


quested to register she asked the clerk to write 
her name—‘ Miss Sweeney.” He did so, and. 
thought nothing more of the matter until about 
11 o’clock, when another young lady walked up 
to him aad said she was Miss Sweeney. 

The new-comer bore a very close resemblance 
to the girl who had already been given a room, 
and explained that she waa her sister. She ap- 
peared to be about 24 years old, and impressed 
the clerk with the belief that she was employed 
in some factory. She asked how long her sister 
had been in the house, and when teld an hour, 
concluded not to wake her and was placed in 
Room 43, on the third floor. This room is small 
and dark, the only window opening into an air 
shaft. The window could not be closed tightiy 
atthe top, the proprietor having provided an 
arrangement which left a space of three inches 
between the sash and the window frame. This 
was donea year ago, aftera countryman had 
been suttocated by escaping gas. 

During Sunday night nothing was heard of 
the two sisters, and at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the younger one paid her bill and left. She 
had been the first to arrive, and presumably did 
not kuow that her sister was near her. It was 
3 o’clock yesterday afternoon before Clerk Kil- 
coyna thought of the girlin No. 43, and asked 
the chambermaidif the room was vacated. A 
visit to the room found the door locked. Repeat- 
ed rapping failed to arouse the occupant, and so 
the porter drew himself up in the shaft far 
enough to look in throuvh the window. Hesaw 
Miss Sweeney lying on the bed, fully dressed and 
apparently sleeping. The door was burst open 
and the girl was found to be dead. The odor of 
escaping gas was very strong, and the stopcock 

was turned on. A physician whe was sum- 
moned thought that the girl had been dead for 
several hours. 

Police Captain Campbell and Coroner Rooney 
were notified and began an investigation, which, 
at a late hour last night, had borne no fruit. A 
search of the dead gir!’s clothing disclosed ab- 
solutely nothing. There was no money or pa- 
pers in her pockets, and nothing that would as- 
sist in establishing her identity. The body was 
taken to the Morgue. 

’ The dead girl was about 5 feet 2 inches in 

height ana of slight build. She was a blonde of 
the most pronounced type. She wore a light 
brown dress, ared cloth sack, and a dark straw 
hat trimmed with black velvet and red flowers. 
Although the clerk thought she was a factory 
girl, her hands were soft and prettily shaped, 
and her nails showed every indication of care in 
their preservation. The girl’s features were 
clean cut and her mouth was small. She was evi- 
dently a person of some refinement, or, at least, 
one who cared @ great deal for her personal ap- 
pearance. 

The police think the case one of suicide, and 
insinuate that the hotel people have not told all 
they knew aboutit. They think the two girls 
were accompanied to the house by two men who 
left them early yesterday morning. According 
to this theory one of the girls, in a fit of remorse, 
committed suicide. The assertion in regard to 
the men is denied by the proprietor of the 
Dwinel House, Another suggestion is that Miss 
Sweeney fell asleep on the bed and a strong 
draught of wind from the open window blew out 
the gas. This is hardly possible, for the window 
was open only three inches, and then opened 
only into a narrow shaft.

PE SS PRS 
READING MASTERS’ REPORT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 10.—The report of 
George W. Dallas aud James Pollock, Masters 
appointed by the Circuit Court of the United 
States in. the Robinson foreciosure suit 
against the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road Company and others, was filed to-day. 
It consists of over 100 pages of closely printed 
matter, compiled from a great mass of testimony 
taken by the Masters. It embraces a detailed 


statement of the real and personal property of 
the Reading subject to the lien of the general 
mortgage under which the proceedings in fore- 
closure were commenced. 

The Masters find that there are eight mort- 
gages, aggregating $32,196,700, executed be- 
tween May 31, 1843, and Oct. 1, 1873, which aré 
prior liens to the general mortgage. The liens 
junior to the general mortgage are the income 
mortgage of Dee. 1, 1876, of which $9,979,000 
1s outstanding; the 5 per cent. consolidated 
inortgage, Auge. 26, 1882, of whieh $7,759,500 of 
the first series and $6,724,500 of the second 
series are ontstanding, and several payments. 

{t was claimed by counsel for the Trustee of 
the income mortgave that it was a lien prior to 
that of the consolidated 5 per cent. mortgage, 
and the judgments upon the leasehold inter- 
eats of the Reading in the main lines 
and branches of the North Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the Delaware and Bound Brook Rail- 
road, and the Shamokin, Sunbury and Lewis- 
burg Railroad. The Mastets, however, disollow 
this claim, and hold that the consolidated 5 
per cent. mortgage of Aug. 26, 1882, is a lien 
upon all the property covered by the _ in- 
come mortgagé and subject thereto, and 
is also a lien upon all the property acquired by 
the Reading since Dec. 1, 1876, and not covered 
by the lien of the general and income mortgages. 
the judgments are liens in the order of their 
dates. This isa victory for the holders of the 
first and second series 5s. 

As to the order of sale the masters say: 

“The principal question raised is whether the la- 
bor branch and the leasehold estate of the Reading 
inthe Philadelphia, Germantown and Norristown 
Railroad, the Chestnut Hill Railroad, and the 
Plymouth Railroad should be offered as an en- 
tirety, or whether they should be separately 
offered. We recommend that the labor branch, as 
well as the three leaseholds, shall be offered sep- 
arately, and, also, as an entirety, and that which- 
ever of those offers shall result in realizing the 
highest price stall be finally adopted as the oper- 
ative one.” 

The order of sale and the form of advertise- 
ment isin accordance with the above findings. 
The court fixed 10 days as the timo within which 
exceptions must be filed. It is probable that 
some exceptions will be taken, and that the court 
will need to have several hearings before pass- 
ing upon the exceptions and entering a final de- 
eree of sule. After the decree is entered six 
months must elapse before a sale can be mae. 

The report was so extensive that no one had 
time to-day to digest it aud form an intelligent 
opinion as to its eflect. It is thought that if the 
Bound Brook lease is sold séparately it will 
work to the detriment of the holders of the first 
serios 58, who rely upon it for security, as the 
road would be left in the air without a connect- 
ing link at either end to unite it with the com- 
mercial world. 

George M. Dallas, & Special Master, recom- 
mended to the United States Cireuit Court to- 
day that James Boyd, Trustee for the atock- 
holders and surety holders of the Chester Valley 
Railroad, one of the leased lines of the Reading, 
be allowed to exercise the power of sale under 
the mortgage of 1852. No objection was inter- 
posed by any of the interested parties. 
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ALTON AND WABASH AT ODDS. 

CuicaGao, Oct. 10.—The notices of with- 
drawal from the Western States Passenger As 
sociation given on Saturday by the Alton, Illi- 
nois Central, Central Iowa, and Milwaukee and 
Northern Railroads has caused quite a stir 
among Western railroad men. The reason 
assigned by the Alton for withdrawing—that 


if conld not remain a member while the 
Wabash remained outside and was not bound 
by any agreement, has stirred up the Wabash 
people, who say their road is restrieted by being 
a member of the Competitive Passenger Asso- 
ciation, and has lived up to the agreement more 
faithfully than the Alton and [llinois Cen- 
tral. There were more complaints, they 
say, against the Alton for viola- 
tions of agreement than against the 
Wabash, and the latter has in no instance 
caused. a demoralization of rates. They think 
the Alton’s withdrawal is not due to any action 
taken by the Wabash, but to the desire on the 
part of the road to place itself in an independ- 
ent position and fight the new liftes—the St. 
Paul and Atchison—which will be ready to com- 
pete with that road before long. 

There has lately passed some lively corresponda- 
ence between the General Managers of the 
Alton and the Wabash, and the feeling between 
the two roads is getting so strained thatitis 
more than probable that an open rupture will 
occur long before the Alton’s notice of with- 
drawal from the association goes into effect.

Boston, Oct. 10.—The gross earnings of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad for Au- 
gust were $1,501,575; an increase over the same 
month of last year of $159,424; net earnings, $683,-

from January to August, the gross earnings were 
$12,127,912; increase, $2,541,483; net earnings, 
$5,561,141; increase, $1,125,322. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 10.—The Tennessee 
Midland Railway Company to-day made its applica- 
tion to Davidson County for a subscription of $500,.- 
000 to its capital stock. The application differs 
materially from the former one. It was objected 
that under the former application there was no 
guarantee that the road would be built eaat of 
Nashville. Under the present application $200,000 is 
to be paid- when the road is constructed through 
from Memphis toa point 100 miles east of Nash- 
ville, 200,000 when it is completed to the Cincin. 
nati Southern Railway, and $100,000 when its en- 
tire line is constructed to the Virginia State line. 
Theapplication in its present form is well received, 


and the opinion is freely expressed that it cannot be 
defeated.

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PROBLEMS FOR CONGRESS. 


REPRESENTATIVE CHiPMAN GIVES HIS 
VIEWS ON SOME OF THEM. 

Detroit, Mich., Oet. 10.—Judge Chip- 
man, the new Congressman from this district, 
has been interviewed upon the matters likely to 
come prominently before the approaching Con- 
gress for action. His opinions on two or three 
points will be of general interest. “ What is 
likely to be the action in the direction of reve- 
nue reduction?” he was asked. 

‘“‘tn my judgmentthere will be legislation of a 
comproinise nature. There is but one opinion 
on the matter of revenue. All agree that there 
should be a reduction. The only difference is 
onthe method of reduction. So far as IT can 
learn from correspondence and interviews, [ 
think a compromise will be attempted this Win- 
ter, by which external, as well as internal, 
revenues Will be gradually cut down. Both the 
Carlisle and Randall wings will come together 
on this compromise basis, I think an effort will 
also be made to take the burden off alcohol used 
for manufacturing purposes. There is a division 
of opinion on the tobaceo tax, but the majority 
of sentiment favors a reduction. As to beerand 
whisky most of the dealers, particularly the 
stronger ones, think the tax should be kept up 
to its present mark.” 

“What do you think of the pension bills?” 

“Well, let me ask a question. Would it not be 
a good idea, instead of passing a Dependent 
Pension bill, to try and equalize the pay whieh 
soldiers received so that it would be brought up 
to the value of gold? There were times when 
the soldier was getting only a few dollars a 
month, and this pay was in depreciated cur- 
reney. Its value ip gold was far beiow its face 
value. Now, why would it not be well to 
make these payments gold payments? It 
would be only a matter of justice. Of course it 
should not be extended to civil obligations, for 
those who remained at home took no risks and 
the currency exchanged by them was inthe 
way of mutual trades; but that paid to the sol- 
diers was trom the Government, and was not 
what it purported to be. Why shouldn't the 
Government take this good? As to pensions, 
the wishes of the Grand Army of the Republié 
will be entitlea to careful consideration.” 

“Is it not likely that the radical civil service 
law will be revised?’ 

“There is undoubtedly room forrevision. Tor 
instance, the regulation which cuts off a man 
overacertain age from service is very fvolish. 
I go to Congreas and Lassume to have a wental 
vigor sulficient to make laws, and yet I help to 
pass a law whieh practically says that a man of 
iny age has not the capacity or vigor to ba in the 
civil service. Is that not a satire on our 
lawmakers? There are men in all pro- 
fessious and trades who are vigorous 
beyond the age of 55, who have their 
faculties strongest by thorough maturity. A 
law which declares that such men are incapable 
of entering the civil service or which establishes 
any age or other limit except fitness is ridieu- 
lous. Instead of the present stringent examina- 
tion before an appointment is madeto a Gov- 
ernment position why would it not be better to 
make appointments on probation? Why would 
it not be well to establish in general the system 
in operation With the Postal Mail Service? 
They have no preliminary examinations, A 
manis put on probation for six months. and 
at the end of thattime examined. Thatsystem, 
it seems to me, could be iextended to the entire 
civil service with profit. Let an appointment be 
made on probation for a year, and at the end of 
that time have an examination. But even then 
the examination should be confined to the duties 
of the immediate position, and not be a general 
school examination on matters in no way per- 
taining to the office. This probation system 
works with remarkably good effect in the Postal 
Service, and it suggests a solution of this vexing 
civil service question. 

‘* Now there is one other point on which I 
have very clear convictions. It 1s atrocious 
thatthe Committee on Appropriations should 
have the power to block the wheels of Govern- 
ment, to stop legislation, and to defeat the will 
of the people. This committee practically con- 
trols the action of Congress. Its Chairman, Mr. 
Randall, ean hold back measures or ad- 
vance them, and this is said without dis- 
paragement to Mr. Randall, for he is a 
man of remarkable = ability. Tf [I had 
the standing in Congress and the influence, [ 
would seek to reduce the immense power of this 
one committee and to aboiish the whip method 
by which men are driven to vote for every 
measure, good or bad, in order to secure the pas- 
sage of their local measures. The important 
matters of appropriation should come up first 
instead of last, when they may be considered 
carefully, instead ef being rushed through at the 
closing hours of @ session.”’ 
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THE AMERICAN BOARD. 
MOS TSS 
BOSTON MINISTERS CRITICISE ITS PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 

Boston, Oct. 10.—The Congregational 
ministers got iuto # heated discussion at their 
meeting to-day over the doings of the American 
Board. The Rev. Judson Smith, D. D., said that 
he sympathized with the feeling that it was too 
bad to have the meetings of the American Board 
given up to discussion, but’ he believed it was 
well for the discussion to take place, eonsider- 
ing tbe fact that the food for discussion was

CHAMPIONSHIP. 

THE LEAGUE LEADERS BADLY WHIPPED 
-—THE METS IN THEIR USUAL FORM—

Yet, at the risk of pro- 
voking general incredulity, it may be added that 
@ prominent physician,oo the east side of this 
city bevameas mucha siave to bicarbonate of 
soda us some of his patients were to some form of 
opium. He took it in carbonated water—or soda 
water, as itis miscalled—and siowly killed him- 
self with it, In spite of his own better sense and 
the repeated warnings of the druggist who 
daily supplied him. It is a rare ease, perhaps 
oue Without a parallel, but it is not difficult to 
conceive how the use of the drug might se thin 
and weaken the intestines as to transform an 
ordinary harmless ailment into a complicated 
and serious disoase, or even to cause a rupture to 
result from violent cough or retching. Let those 
who drink soda water often, and who, faneying 
that their stomach alWays needs ‘settling,” de- 
mand “a little bicarbonate of soda” every time 
they drink, call instead for vichy or kissengen. 
Bicarbonate of sodais it the formula of those 
mwinera! waters, and in sufficient quantity to do 
good without the risk of harm in the cases of 
those who drink often. .

WAS POISONED BY MISTAKE. 

Martin Keating, of 5 Van Siclen-avenne 
Brooklyn, told Coroner Lindsay yesterday that 
his son Joseph. aged 2 years, had died under 
circumstances that suggested poisoning. He 
thought a druggist’s mistake in putting up a 
prescription had killed his baby. 

“Six weeks ago,” said Mr. Keating, “my boy 
became ill with diphtheria and my family phy- 
sician, Dr. Wallace, of Clinton-street, attended 
him. The little fellow improved steadily, but 
we found that the disease had left him with » 
slight paralysis in his leg. On Saturday Mrs. 
Keating obtained a prescription which she had 
put up by druggist William F. Maass, whose 


store is on Atiantic-avenue. The medicine was 
in a bottle, aud my wife did not give any of it to 
Joe until Sunday. He was as lively as a cricket 
up te the minute he tovk the first teaspontul 
ot that stuff at 2 o’elock Sunday after- 
noon. AS soon as he swallowed it he bezan 
to seream and clapped his little hands ever 
the pit of his stomach. He became very sick 
and vomited a texeupful-ef some dark green 
stuff. His face and body began to swell up and 
turn black, and his httle stomach puffed up 
as though it were filled with wind. We im- 
mediately sent for Dr. Georges E. Low, a near 
neighbor, who administered a cooling potion, 
but he could pot save my baby’s life. He 
died Sunday evening, seemingly in great pain. 
We had tried to tind Dr. Wallace, bué conld 
not, so I went to see him this morning. He 
produced his copy of the prescription aud pro- 
nounced it allright. So did a responsible drag- 
gist to whom we took it.” 

Dr. Creamer, the city examining physician, 
Made & post-mortem examination of the body 
last night. He found all the organs in a health 
condition, but decided to take away the stomac 
an: muke a careful analysis of its coutents. He 
declined to talk about Mr. Keating’s idea that 
his son had been poisoned. 

Dr. Low, who was called in at the last minute, 
and who refused to give a certificate of dexth, 
was equally reticent. He said the medicine con- 
tained strychnia, arsenic, and elixir of calisaya, 
and he thought possibly the mixture was too 
streng. 

Druggist Maass is a young man who has been 
in business only a short time. He sent to Mrs. 
Keating on Sunday a request for the bottle con- 
taining the medicine, saying he would send her 
a@ new one, but the lady would not give it to 
him. He refused to see a reporter last night or 
to allow any one to kee Dr. Wallace’s preserip- 
tion. Dr. Wallace would not be interviewed.

IN THE TOMATO CANNERIE 


ONE OF NEW-JERSEY’S GREAT 
INDUSITRIES. 

PROGRESS OF THE TOMATO FROM THE 
FIELD TO THE CONSUMER— THE 
FACTORIES FULL OF WORK. 

Satem, N. J., Oct. 10.—What the peach 
orcbards are to Delaware the tomato fields are 
to much of Salem and Cumberland Counties. 
The thoughts of all the farmers here, when dis- 
cussing the weather probabilities, seem to turn 
on the benefit or damage that may befall the 
tomato crop. There is scarcely a farm in» all 
that portion of the State lying eastward from 
the Delaware River for 10 miles that does not 
cultivate some acres of land in tomatoes, and 
almost every little town from Trenton to Cape 
May has its one or more canning houses. When 
riding over the West Jersey railroads, if mat 
ters not where they may lead, fields of ripening 
tomatoes are continuously in view, and every 
few minutes the cars dart past a canning house, 
The farmers just at this time are literally paint- 
ing things red throughout the greater portion of 
New-Jersey. 

In Burlington and Camden Counties the 
“pack” will be lighter than last year somewhat. 


“But although mary factories will fail to fill the 


cans they have calculated on filling, ample pro- 
vision has been made by all the factories to can 


more than they did last year. There are three 
or four factories in Burlington, and none of 
them will fill their cans, yet [ think I am correct 
when! say that they will fill fully as many as 
they did last season, The season must be ashort 
one even if the tomatoes should continue to 
come until the 20th inst. The Camden factories 
have been kept fairly busy,and for the past 10 
days have been doing all that they could possi- 
bly do. There has been no searcity of fruit. 
One of the leading wholesale grocers of New- 
York has a factory ‘at Riverside, in New-Jersey, 
at which he packs his finest brands of tomatoes, 
and he has been much concerned for months, 
butfor the past 10 days he has been getting 
stock so fast that he has already nearly reached 
packing the quantity he intended to can. 

There are canning houses at Penn's Grove, 
Pennuaville, Sharptown, Woodstown, Yorktown, 
Daretown, Elmer, Alloway, and Quinton, and at 
the various cross roads, all in Salem County. 
Tne smallestof the factories will pack this season 
upward of 200,000 cans of tomatoes, and there 
are several that will pack in the neighborhood 
of 1,000,000 cans. In this town there are five or 
six large packing houses, and it was expected 
that there would be packed here upward of 
5,000,000 cans, but that quantity may not be 
realized, nor were there so many packed here 
jJast season. The streets of Salem are red 
with tomatoes. Drive anywhere’ within 
the vicinity of this place and great wagon- 
loads of tomatoes will be met. it is the 
fruit being hauled by tne farmer to the canuing 
house. The tomatoes are picked in the reguiar 
Delaware peach basket aud loaded on wagons 

urposely arranged for the purpose. The 
armer takes the load to the canhouse, and is 
met by a‘ wagon master,” who assigns him a 
place in the procession, and he puts his wagon in 
it. If he is a prudent and industrious farmer he 
unhitches his horses and returns to his farm 
with his team, for he cen, in all probability, go 
home, gather another load, and return to the 
eanning house before his tirst load is wanted at 
the * scalder.” 

At this hour (9 P. M.) every canning factory 
in Salemis in full operation, and few if any 
of them will be able to use up the tomatoes to- 
night that they have now standing in line. 
Long lines of larm wagons loaded with this fruit 
may be seen around each of the great establish- 
ments. The farmers in most cases have goue 
home and left their wagons unguarded. They 
are perfectly sate. Tomatoes are so abundant 
that not even the street gamin will molest them. 
Fometimes 24 hours pass between the time a 
wagonlvad is delivered to the wagon master 
and its delivery to the scalder, The scalder is 
the primary machine in the canning factory, 
unless the scales be ‘classed as a part of the 
factory. The scales are in the street, but the 
register is inside of the office. The farmer, 
who, by tre grace of the wagon master has 
the next turn at the scalder. is told to pull his 
wagon on to the scales, and the wagon, basket, 
aud man are all weighed together. Then he is 
told to * pull up” to the scalder. This scalder is 
a large bux tub, made square, into which there 
is turned a steam pipe by which the water may 
be kept hot. In-ide of the scalder and working 
on hinges there isa half ruund tron basket that 
will hold the tomatoes, This basket is so ar- 
ranged thata mau with a rope running through 
a biock ean lower the tomatoes into sealding 
water or lift them out at will. Usually two 
baskets are put into the scalder at a time, and 
by tbe time the farmer can walk the four or 
five steps backward tothe wagon and return 
these two baskets of tomatees have been scalded 
apd by a movement of the rope sent into tubs, 
and it is said that they are washed at the same 
time that they are scalded; but, as the water in 
which they are scalded is generally so muddy as 
to maké it impossible to see a tomato @ hair's 
breadth underthe surface, I rather question the 
cleaning process. 

Some of the factories are more cleanly than 
others, butthere isnot a factory that has so 
far overcome the difficulty of washing. Andas 
far as lL have seen, that is the only feature of 
the packing thatis not perfect, excepting that 
noue of the factories wash their caus before 
using them. The women who “ skin” the toma- 
toes might come into the factory with unclean 
hands, butia tive minutes’ work the hands of 
the tidiest and most cleanly woman in the place 
srould be no cleaner than those of the most un- 
tidy, so rapid is the action of the tomato acid in 
taking the dirt from the hands. After the toma- 
toes have been *‘ skinned” they are thrown into 
buckets, and whenever a woman fills an 
ordinary water bucket she is given a check 
which entitles her to3 or4 cents. Many wom- 
en here will“ skin” 50 buckets per day, or 5 
an hour. 

When the baskets are filled a man throws them 
into the hopper of amachine called a “ stut- 
fer.” These machines are usually operated by 
ateam power, and a pressure of the teet sends a 
can full of tomatoes into a can, seldom failing 
to fillit. To prevent having light cans, each 
one aS itis taken away frem the “ stuffer’ is 
paased to a woman termed a “ finisher,” and she 
fees thatitis properly filied. In several of the 
factories that I visited there were being suc- 
ceasfuliy operated a machine by which by the use 
of unskilled labor the caps cold be soldered 
10 10 cans at one operation, but most of the 
caps are soldered by what is commonly known 
zs chub irons, and one cap is finished at a time. 
The cans are then put inio lurge trays made 
of iron, and thesé triys, piled one upon another, 
are put into large tubs filled with hot water and 
ecaided for upward of an hour, when they are 
taken out and piled over the factory floor, and 
sometimes outdoors, where they may best be 
cooled. The next day they are carefully in- 
spected, and those not properly * processed” 
are taken out and reprocessed. 

A few days after ibe cans have been corked 

they are ready for labeling and packing into 
cases tor shipping. In many of the larger fac- 
tories these operations are all to be seen ab one 
visit. There jis cone canulng establishment here 
in Falem where preparations were made to can 
about 1,800,000 cans, or 150,000 dozen. That 
quantity of tomatoes will sell this season for 
upward of $150,000, Two weeks ago the pro- 
prietors of that establishment thought it impos- 
sible to get haif the quantity arranged 
for, but they now begin to think that they may 
possibly fill the order, It is scarcely probable 
that they will, but they wil probably pack as 
waeny as they did last seasou. On Monday last 
they carried over from Saturday neariy or quite 
50 tons of tomatoes, and received from the 
ctowers about 120 tonsmore. On Tuesday they 
iat about 110 tons from their growers, on 
Wednesday upward of 100 tons, on Thursday 
and Friday nearly 200 tons, and on Satur- 
fay 100 tons more, and they munaged to put 
ost of these tomatoes into cans, carrying over 
wulii Monday wany tons less than they bad on 
hand lust Monday. They have canned in one 
week between 600 and 700 tons of tomatoes. 
One tay they suecerded in packing about 60,000 
eans. 

The canning establishment here will probably 
pack this season upward of 5,000,000 cans, or 
mors than 200000 cases. The Alloway factory 
Will pavk 25,000 cases of more, and the Quinton 
factory even more. Danton, Yorktown, and 
Eliner will pack. beyond a doubt, 30,000 eases 
more, Thusit will be een that in all the factories 
along the line of the old Saiem Railroad, whieh 
is only about 18 miles long, there will be a pack 
this year of neariy or quite 280,000 cases of 
tomatoes. One hundred thousand dollars have 


“peen of willbe paid tothe growers for these to- 


matoes, and the working men, women and ehil- 
dren will get as much more. 

Bridgeton is another very busy place just now, 
owing to the rush in the cannibg houses, There 
are six or Beyen eCanbLing establisuments there. 
She tomatoes hare beon fairly ood, but the 
standard of quality all over New-Jerscy will be 
lower this svason tham usual, There has been 
tuo much cloudy, wet, and cool weather to 
properly color the tomatoes. Bridgeton will 
probably pack as many tomatoes as were 

acked there last season, and there is a chance 

or a decided increase over the last season's 
ert Four million cans will be packed in 
sridgeton this season, and all the canning 
factories in Cumberland County will be able to 
fill their orders. % 

The Cedarville factory had its cans nearly all 
filled 10 days ago, and the Bowentown factory 
has heen kept very busy for several weeks. At 
Moorestown there are some large canning estab- 
lishments, and on the first of this month it was 
expected that they would be very short in their 
pack this scason. Itis almost certoin now that 
they will be short, butthey have been doing @ 
great deal of work the past 10 days, and 10 days 
more will put their pack fully up tothe quantity 
poe 4: last senson. At Red Bank there has 

wen nearly a full pack in two of the largest 
canning bouses, but at Keyport and = at 
Matawan the season has been one of great dis- 
Apoontmens. 

From wiat T have seenI am convinced that 
the anionnt of tomatoes canned in New-Jersey 
this seasou so far is nearly or auite as great as 
last season, but the quality of the stock is far in- 
ferior in appearance, at Jeast, as it will all, or 
nearly all, lack color. The most prolitic crops 

of tomatoes produced in New-Jersey are grown 
in Salem County. In Monmouth County it is 
thought to bs a good acre of land that will vield 


300 bushels, 
ners in arranging for their season's supply reck- 
on on getting an average yield of 250 bushels, or 
about 7lo tons. In this county when a crower 
gets but 742 tons from an acre he counts his crop 
almost a total failure. They either haye big 
acres, grow big crops, or tell big stories about 
tomato growing in Salem County, as many farm- 
ers here claim to produce from 15 to 20 tons per 
acre. They are paid throughout West Jersey at 
the rate of $6 per ton delivered to the “scalder.” 

Some of the farmers in this oountry think that 
tomato skins make an excellent fertilizer for 
wheat, and several of them claim to have used

have arranged separate rooms for each race to 
oceupy. 


AN EXPELLED ARCHBISHOP. 


COMPELLED TO LEAVE GUATEMALA BY 


ORDER OF GEN. BARRILLAS. 

From the San Francisco Alia, Oct, 1. 
Among the arrivals by the steamer San 
Blas, from Panama, yesterday was Archbishop 
Ricardo Casanova, of Guatemala. Interviewed 
at the Occidental Hotel last uight by an Alta 
reporter, the Archbishop explained that his visit 
to this city at this time is partly an involuntary 
one, he having been expelled from Guatemala 


by orders of Gen. Barrillas. As the rea- 
son for his expulsion, he stated that the 
Government recently introduced into the 
schools of that country a text book entitled 
“Letters to Eugenia.” This book assails the 
Christian religion, in that it denies the immor- 
tality of the soul and teaches that mankind 
Was not created superior to other animals. As 
the defender of the faithhe immediately issued 
a circular letter, which was read in every 
Catholic church in the country, denouncing 
the book and warning his flock against its teach- 
ings. This circniar aroused the anger of Presi- 
dent Barrilias,and he promulgated an edict 
forbidding the Archbishop from issuing any 
further circular letters Until they had first 
been passed upon by the Government. For 
reply the Archbishop then sent out an- 
other circular letter, denouncing the edict as an 
assault on the rights of the people and tne lib- 
erty of the Church. The disregard of his man- 
date so angered Barrillas that ne immediately 
ordered the expulsion of the Archbishop, and 
drove several of the priests from their parishes. 
From Panama the Archbishop wrote to Cardinal 
Mariana Rirambolla, PapalSecretary of State, at 
Rome, detailing the facts as given above, and 
asking instructions. He will remain 1m this city 
to await a reply, the church in Guatemala being 
in the meantime in the charge of the Archbieh- 
op’s Vicar, Dr. Albores. 

Archbishop Casanova, who is a native of 
Guatemala, says the people of that country gen- 
erally regard Barrillas as a tyrant, but they 
have been sv terrorized by the fate of the late 
Gen. Barrios ana his followers that they dare 
not protest aloud against the present conduct of 
affairs in that country. The Archbishop is ac- 
companied by his tamiliar. Tuan Paz. 
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AN ODD KIND OF MILLIONAIRE. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 
A French millionaire cuts but a very in- 

different figure in. comparison with an English 
one. The Gallic variety has but the trifling sum 
of 1,000,000f., or £40,000, nlaced to his account 
when his countrymen one and all accord him the 
title. Areal substantial millionaire from the 
English point of view has, however, been dis- 


covered in the person of M, Arnaud Oyarcabal, 
who has just returned from South America to 
his native town of St. Palais, in the Basque 
Provinces, where in his youth he helped his fa- 
ther to sell goats’ milk. From his own ecountry- 
men’s point of view the successful goatherd 1s 
30 times a milionaire, for he possesses 30,000,- 
OOOF,, or 81,200,000 sterling. Fifty years ago 
Arnaud Oyareabai went out to Buenos Ayres 
with his father. Foralong time the two Basque 
reasants found the Argentine Republic anything 
Dut an El Dorado, where, a3 in the Imagination 
of many a poor emigrant, men pick up gold in 
the streets. They suffered so much hardship 
and misery that the older man died, and his son 
became a servant in the house of a wealthy 
landowner who lived in the outskirts of Buenos 
Ayres. The landowner had no family, and he 
was so thanktul for the devoted attendance of 
his Basque servant that he made Oyarcabal his 
sole legatee. On the death of his master the ex- 
goatherd purchased several lots of land between 
the Paraguay and the Salado, and these he sold 
in a few years at ten times their original value. 
M. Oyarcabal’s return to his native town of St, 
Palais has of course made a great sensation in 
that rather primitive locality, and he is the won- 
der of the day all over the department of the 
Lower Pyrenees. Far from dissipating his 
doublioons amid the distractions and tempta 
tions of Paris, where he wight have a Renais- 
sance Villa in one of the Bois de Boulogne ave- 
nues, a stud of racers, a bex at the opera, and 
be chronicled diurnally, liko many of the mill- 
ionaires from the New World, as the giver of 
Luculits-like dinners and the cultivator of ex- 
pensive.exotica, he prefers to spend the evening 
of his days in the shadow of his native hills and 
to do goed to the people among whom his early 
life was pusse'l.

Wherever there oé€curs an opening in the 
ice the wretched cattle endeavor to get 
to it, and, breaking through the edges 
perisa by drowning in great numbers. The sys- 
tem of wire fences prevailing in the West is. an- 
other cause of destruction. The cattle driven 
before the Winter blasts bring up against the 
fences which stretch across their paths often 10 
and 20 miles and there miserably perisb. If any- 
thing will work a change in the system it will be 
throngh the enormous losses which must inevita- 
bly follow such an inhuman course, and it is be- 
lieved that a change for the better is going on, 
butitis too slow. Tne attention of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is only 
directed to an infinitesimal fraction of the suffer- 
ing that exists. We would like to see them out 
West.

NAVAL WARFARE. 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE TORPEDO EX- 
PERIMENTS AT NEWPORT. 
Newport, R. I, Oct. 10.—The Atlanta 
has already begun preparations for the con- 
struction of her torpedo defense by sending 
her topgallant yards and topgallant 
masts, gaffs, and also her topsail and lower 
yards and topmasts, and getting them and ail 
available spare spars ready to hoist overboard 
in the morning forthe purpose of forming the 
griddle about her to keep away the torpedo 


boats, should any of them succéed in eluding 
the rays of her electric light and get sufli- 
ciently near to explode one of their tor- 
pedoes, The distance has been limited to 
20 feetandany boat getting nearer than that 
to the sides of the Atlanta will be considered 
as having successfully torpedoed her. How- 
ever, as she has two powerful search lights and 
in addition an electric light apparatus fitted to 
her launch, it is mere than probable that no 
attacking boat wil) get within 100 yards of her 
without being discovered.

The plan of 
the battle itself has already been drawn up, 
and with maps and diagrams of positions of 
moving bodies of troops are ready to be sub- 
raitted for the approval of the commander-in- 
cluef. It has been decided upon that during the 
torpedo attack to-morrow night when a torpedo 
boat is putout of action from the Atlanta the 
fact will be signified to it by hailing it or by 
“ Very’s signal light” if not within hailing, The 
boat judged out of action and notified of the fact 
is to immediately acknowledge by reporting her 
number, if within hail, otherwise by firing simul- 
taneously a red and green ‘*‘ Very’s signal light.” 
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FRIENDS OF PEAOE. 
BRIGHT ON A PERMANENT ARBI- 
TRATION TREATY. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 10.—The important subject 
before the Methodist niinisters of Chicago this 
morning was the question of an international 
peace treaty. The matter was brought up in 
their meeting by the Rev. William Jones, of 
London, after the regular topic of the morning 
had been discussed. Mr. Jones presented the 
following autograph letter from John Bright, 


which was received with great applause and 
euthusiasm by the ministers present. The letter 
was as follows: 

LONDON, Aug. 9, 1882. 

DEAR FRIXND WILLIAM JONES: Lam glad to hear 
you are going to the United States on what I mav 
term @ “ peace mission.’’ You will find many friends 
of peace on the other side of the Atlantic, more per- 
haps than you willfindon this side, for our people 
have seen nothing of waramong them during the 
century; they know something of the taxes, the re- 
sult of war, but they have seen nothing of the bloed- 
shed of war. 

There is talk of a permanent arbitration treaty 
between England and the United States. The 
project is a reasonable one, and discussion on both 
sides may bring it abont. I think if the Govern- 
ment of the States were willing and would in any 
way signify their willingness to become a party to 
such a treaty there is a force of good men with us 
to induce our Government to consent toit. If this 
can be done it will be a grand step forward in the 
world’s march, and wonld be followed at some not 
distant time by many other nations willing to escape 
from the sore burdens of their military armament. 

You will doubtless see many intelligent and pleas- 
iny men in the States and learn something of their 
feelings on this matter. They may receive you asa 
trustworthy representative of the moral and peace- 
leving people in England, and I hope your inter- 
views may do something in the direction that you 
and I so greatly desire, 

I find that nearly 200 members of the House of 
Commons are addressing a memorial to the Govern- 
ment at Washington tosuggest anarbitration treaty 
such as I have described. More and more I hope that 
the number will be ready to urge the acceptance of 
such a treaty upon our Government if the action at 
Washington should meet with any favor or accept- 
ance, Bnelana and the States will remain two 
nations, but I would have them always regarded 
by themsélves as one people. An arbitration treaty 
honestly made and adhered to would tend much to 
this blessed result. 

I wish you a pleasant voyage and good results for 
your labor.

THE MAN 
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WOMAN MURDERED. 
SUSPECTED OF THE CRIME 
UNDER ARREST. 

Mippirtrown, N.Y., Oct. 10.—Mrs. Ursula 
Ulrich, an aged and highly respected widow, 
living alone near Jeffersonville, Sullivan County, 
was found dead in the kitchen of her farmhouse 
about noon yesterday. She had been murdered, 
the crime having been perpetrated probably 
seon after 8 o’clock Saturday night, at which 
hour sh6 was last seen ative by a neighbor. Ap- 
pearances indicated that as she opened her 


kitchen door in response to the murderer’s 
knock she was shot down, and then the house 
was ransucked from garret to cellar, evidently 
for purposes of piunder, The old-fashioned 
purse which the widow habitually carried is 
tuissing, also a number of silver spoons and 
other Valuable articles. The murderer failed to 
tind about $80 in bills which the widow had con- 
cealedin a secret pocket in her underskirt The 
murdered woman was the widow of Adam UlL- 
rich, a well-to-do farmer and vinegar’ manufaet- 
urer, Who died about four years ago, Bhe was 
somewhat eecentric. The crime was first dis- 
covered by her son, who is married and lives 
about 100 rods distant from his motiter’s place, 
in making his usual Sunday call, and, opening 
the kitchen door, he was horrified to find his 
mother lying dead in a pool of blood. He 
gave an aiarm and the whole neighborhood 
turned ous in search of the murderer, Suspicion 
Was immediately direeted to a young English- 
inan named Abel Allen, who had recently come 
into the neighborhood and had worked in a saw- 
mili nearby. He was out hunting birds Satur- 
day, and was seen fate that evening with his 
gun iv hand in the vicinity of the murdered 
woman’s house.

THE QUEEN’S OSBORNE ESTATE. 
From the London World. 

A variety of improvements were carried 
outat Osborne during the Spring, as the Queen’s 
trip to Aix-les-Bains prevented her from com- 
ing there for her usual Eastern sojourn. The 
Osborne domain was bought by her Majesty in 
1848 from Lady Isabella Blackford, but during 
the next 12 years the Prince Consort took every 
opportunity of adding to the property, and 
among the purchases was the manor of Barton, 


so the estate now extends to about 5,300 acres. 
Prince Albert himself planned the house, which 
was built by Mr. Cubitt. It is rather 
@® lumbering specimen of what 18 usn- 
ally described as the domestic Italian style, 
and there ig « tolerably fine front, and 
em ge flag and clock towers at each 
end. There is a main building, a south wing, 
and a pavilion, and it is in the last, the front of 
which is semicircular, that the Queen has her 
private apartments, from the windows of which 
there are splendid views in every direction; but 
the general prospect from Osborne is inferior to 
that from the Duke of Bedford’s adjacent 
domain ef Norris Castle. The Council Chamber 
is adorned with Landseer’s famous “ Deer 
Pass” and with portraits of the Queen and 
Prince Albert, which are not works of dis- 
tinguished merit. The audience room and the 
principal drawing room are also fine apart- 
ments, but most visitors are more attracted by 
the horn room, which 1s furnished like a room in 
n German Jagd Schloss with articles made of 
horns of deer and other animals. Landseer’s “Van 
Amburg in the Lions’ Den” hangs here, Lady 
Butler’s * Roll Call” is in the corridor, and the 
grand staircase has an allegorical fresco repre- 
senting Neptune surrendering the empire of the 
ocean. There are an immense number of family 
pictures, and portraits of the Empress Eugénie 
and of Prince Alexander of Battenberg. The 
house is full of statuary, as nearly every piece 
which was bought by the Queen or Prince Albert 
has been sent here or to Balmoral. The new 
chapel has an altar piece by Sir Noel Paton. 
Osborne 1s comparatively a small house, and 
the accommodation for the household is 
rather scanty. Sir Henry Ponsonby and Sir 
John Cowell have cottages in the vicinity, 
and royal relatives coming te stay for some 
time are usually quartered at Kent House or 
Osborne Cottage, and the Queen has other small 
residences within the demesne. The terraces 
and garden in front are very pretty, and there 
are some pleasant shrubberies near the house, 
with a perfect network of walks in alldirections, 
The mpyrties and fuchsias are very fine. The 
park, which is both extensive and well wooded, 
and affords a drive of eight miles, is now stocked 
with West Highland cattle, which are most 
picturesque beasts. There is a private plier in 
the bay, and a floating bath within a short dis- 
tance of the beach. There are. large covers on 
the estate, and the peasant shooting is very 
— about 1,000 birds being annually 
colt .

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, cooler weather and rain, 
followed by fair weather, northerly winds. 


The State Board of Arbitration has come 
to this city to endeavor to settle the diffi- 
culty between the brassworkers and their 
employers over the Saturday half holiday. 
The men want the half holiday without re- 
duction of pay and the employers declare 
that they cannot afford it and apparently 
do not wantitatall. It must be perfectly 
evident to any man of sense that five and a 
half days’ work is not worth as much as 
six days’ work, and he ought to be willing 
to take his choice between full work with 
full pay and reduced work with re- 
duced pay. Claiming the half holiday 
without reduction of pay as a legal right 
is nonsense, as the law has nothing to do 
with either work or pay in private business. 
It applies only to the acceptance and pay- 
ment of bank paper and employment in 
public offices. It does not appear in this 
case that the employers made reasonable 
efforts to come to an amicable understand- 
ing and agreement with their workmen and 
a lockout without such an effort is quite as 
unjustifiable as a strike under similar cir- 
cumstances. It is to be hoped that the State 
Board will demonstrate its usefulness by 
Winging about an amicable settlement. 





Seal poachers in Behring Sea must now 
dodge Russian cruisers as well as American. 
Both British and American sealers have 
been seized off the Siberian coast by a Rus- 
sian cruiser, according to the latest report 
brought by one of our own revenue cutters. 
Much importance may attach to this news. 
Possibly it foreshadows the assertion of 
Russian ownership over that portion of the 
sea which Russia did not convey to us when 
we bought Alaska. The significance of this 
is that co-operation by Russia will greatly 
strengthen the mare clausum theory on which 
alone the United States can rest their ex- 
elusive title to the fisheries in that region. 
Even if the United States should establish 
their claim to the eastern half of Behring 
Sea it would avail little if free access were 
given through the Russian or western half. 
And obviously a nation only claiming to 
own the coast on one side of an inland or 
Jand-locked sea has next to no case at all. 
Such title as there isis Russian, and Rus- 
sia and the United States together have 
now as good a claim against the rest 
of the world as had Russia alone before 
she conveyed a portion to us, and when the 
United States and England so far recog- 
nized the Czar’s title as to bargain with 
him abont it. Heretofore Russian policy 
has been to assert her claim in principle but 
to allow it to lapse in fact. Our policy has 
been to assert it in fact by arresting intrud- 
ers without saying anything about the 
principle., Possibly Russia at last perceives 
that if England makes out her case against 
the United States, Russian dominion is 
equally undermined. It should never be 
lost sight of that this is a many-cornered 
fight. It is England against the United 
States informs In fact it is Russia and the 
And this 
is scarcely less true even if the reported 
seizures should turn out to have been made 
close to the Russian coast, and not beyond 
the three-mile limit. As to that, no details 
are now at hand. 


United States against the world. 


The Montreal papers publish an advertise- 
ment addressed by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Canada to its subscribers, which 
suows how the company has been or may be 
affected by the canceling of its patents in 


the Dominion. The Bell and Blake patents 
‘have been annnlled; consequently other 
companies can use them without being 
called to account for infringement. The 
advertisement refers to “‘rumored attempts 
of other organizations to compete with this 
‘sompany,” and urges subscribers to bear in 
mind “that the success of such efforts means 
that each person must connect with two 
@r more Exchanges, instead of one, in 


order to reach the same number of sub- 
scribers as are now reached by the Bell 
company.” It also points to the advan- 
tages afforded by the Bell Company’s “‘ sys- 
tem of trunk lines,” and gives notice that 
this system, 4,000 miles of line, will not be 
connected with the lines of any competing 
company. It is even deemed expedient to 
assure subscribers that the Bell Company 
will not “retire from the field.” They are 
told that rates for patrons who live in the 
outskirts of the city will be reduced, and 
that .messenger service will be provided 
without additional expense. The tone of 
this address is noticeable. It is very mild 
and conciliatory. Impending competition 
calls for overtures to the public which a 
monopoly would not make. 





Meetings of veterans of the civil war are 
not wholly monopolized in these times by 
the Union soldiers. To-day, we believe, 
has been appointed for a gathering of Con- 
federate veterans at Kenesaw Mountain, 
and thousands of them are expected to be 
present. They will roast oxen and feast on 
them ina way that, if it reminds them of 
their war-time larder, may do so mainly by 
contrast. Instead of artillery flashes and 
the deadly musketry that once lit up the 
mountain, they will have harmless pyro- 
technics, and one tremendous burst of rock- 
ets sent off simultaneously from the summit 
by electricity has been promised as an at- 
traction for visitors. The number of great 
battles at the West which the Confederates 
recall as victories is not very large, but 
Kenesaw was undoubtedly a repulse for the 
Union forces, who were compelled to try 
another way of getting to their goal. How- 
ever, remembrances of those former days 
may well be eclipsed by congratulations 
over the restored Union. 

The defeat of the cutter Ulidia by the 
sloop Fanita is of some special significance 
in relation to international yachting. The 
Ulidia is an extreme cutter of much less 
beam and greater depth in proportion to her 
length than the Genesia or the Galatea, and 
of course of still less in comparison with 
the Thistle. She is virtually an enlarged 
copy of the Clara, which for two years under 
Capt. Barr’s handling beat everything of 
herclassin our waters. If we mistake not, she 
was designed by Mr. FIFE, who has been 
announced as the designer chosen by Mr. 
Morr, of Dumbarton, for the cutter with 
which he means to challenge for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup if the owners of the Thistle waive 
their claim. In yachts of this and lower 
classes cutters have been found very formi- 
dable competitors for our sloops, as has been 
proved not only by the Clara, but some 
years earlier by the Madge. The Fanita, on 
the other hand, is much nearer a skimming 
dish than the Burgess models. It is likely 
that four hours. in thirty-eight greatly ex- 
aggerates the difference between the two 
boats, but for that the contestants are re- 
sponsible in choosing the course around 
Long Island, over which luck is sure to bea 
large factor, and over which no owner of a 
defeated yacht has ever been satisfied that 
his boat was beaten on her merits. Never- 
theless, while the yachts were subjected to 
similar conditions, if was made plain that 
the sloop was much the taster off the wind 
and in smooth water. The result of the 
race will tend to discourage the British 
yachtsmen who have believed, in spite of 
the defeats of three cutters, that “a big 
Clara” would win the America’s Cup. 

THE INSPECTOR QUESTION. 

Itseems to be conceded by all parties in 
the case in which the General Term of the 
Supreme Court rendered its decision yester- 
day that the additional inspectors of elec- 
tion provided for in the act of last May 
have not yet been appointed, and can only 
be appointed by the full Board of Police 
Commissioners. Consequently the so-called 
appointment by Commissioner McCLAvVE of 
inspectors for the United Labor Party is no 
appointment and the performance of JoHN 
J. O'BRIEN in swearing them in was a ridic- 
ulous farce. The single point to be deter- 
mined, as we pointed out some time ago, is 
the identity of the party which cast the 
50,000 votes and upward for the George 
ticket last Fall, if any such party now ex- 
ists. That is the only question in contro- 
versy, and the court says that until the fact 
is established ‘“‘no authority to make any 
appointment of these inspectors exists, 
either in the Board of Police or any member 
thereof.” Therefore it follows of course 
that a writ of mandamus cannot be issued 
compelling the Police Board to appoint a 
particular set of inspectors until it has been 
established as a, matter of fact that they 


represent the party entitled to the appoint- 


ments. 

It is conceded that more than 50,000 votes 
were given for the candidate of a third 
party at the election of 1886. Now, says 
the court, “If the United Labor Party is 
the party which cast those votes, then it is 
entitled to the appointment of these inspect- 
ors; while if it is the Progressive Labor 
Party or the Irving Hall Democracy which 
gave those votes, then it is to that organi- 
zation that the inspectors must be given; 
if it is neither, then it seems to follow that 
no additional inspectors can be appointed, 
for the additional inspectors have been 
given exclusively to the political party or 
organization which shall have cast for its 
candidate for any office at the preceding 
election as many as 50,000 votes or up- 
ward, and so long as that fact remains in 
dispute and undetermined no additional in- 
spectors can be appuinted.” This fact must 
be determined ‘in the ordinary course of 
legal proceedings on legal evidence pro- 

duced before the court.” The parties to the 

contest would not consent to a reference for 
the trial of the issue, but they have agreed 
to waive their right to a trial by jury, and 
accordingly it is ordered that it be tried 
before orie of the Justices holding a Circuit 

Court. 

It seems to us that this simplifies the 
matter very much and makes its outcome 
tolerably certain. We cannot see how any 
result can be reached except that there 
is no party now entitled to the addi- 
tional inspectors under the law, and the 
contending parties will probably have to 
content themselves with determining be-

year. The one that succeeds in establishing 
its right by casting 50,000 votes or more 
for any candidate in the city will do well 
not to go to pieces afterward, but preserve 
its identity with great care, for if it should 
divide or furnish the material for two or 
three new parties there may be another 
dispute and another loss of inspectors. 
There are certain facts which are prac- 
tically undisputed. HENRY GEORGE was 
nominated for Mayor last Fall by no polit- 
ical party or organization then existing, but 
by a ‘‘conference of the labor and industrial 
organizations” of the city, which included 
trades unions and Knights of Labor assem- 
blies. The nomination was “indorsed” or 
adopted by the Irving Hall Democracy, 
which furnished to the ticket the candidate 
for President of the Board of Aldermen. 
The exact source of the 68,000 votes cast 
for the ticket or any part thereof cannot 
now be definitely ascertained. <A large por- 
tion of them came from the labor organiza- 
tions without regard to the previous political 
faith of the members, aconsiderable number 
came from the Irving Hall faction of the 
Democracy, and many of them were drawn 
from the Tammany organization, the County 
Democracy, and the Republicans. No human 
being can apportion the vote among the 
political parties or organizations then exist- 
ing, butitis pretty certain that no one of 
them furnished anything like 50,000 votes. 
The only political organization that took 
partin the nomination of the candidates 
was Irving Hall, but nobody can pretend 
that 50,000 votes came from that organiza- 
tion, for it never had anything like that 
number in its whole membership or under 
its influence. Another undisputed fact is 
that the present United Labor Party was 
not organized until several weeks after the 
election of 1886. Therefore it could not 
have nominated GEORGE and furnished the 
votes he received. A considerable part 
of those votes were cast by men 
now in that party, but nobody can 
tell how many. Those who belong 
to the Progressive Labor Party were un- 
doubtedly for the most part among those 
who voted for the George-Nooney ticket, 
but the party was not formed for months 
afterward, and nobody can tell how many 
votes they cast last year or how many there 
are of them now. It seems to be inevitable 
that any Judge who shall hear the evidence 
and get at the facts will either have to de- 
cide that there is now no political party 
or organization outside the regular ones 
which at the last election cast 50,000 votes 
or upward for any candidate in this city, or 
else leave the fact “in dispute and unde- 
termined” as being incapable of proof, and 
in either case, the General Term says, ‘‘No 
additional inspectors can be appointed.” 


SENATOR GORMAN’S DEFENSE. 

Senator GORMAN, of Maryland, has en- 
tered on the State campaign with a brief 
speech at a barbecue given by the Balti- 
more County Democrats. It was a charac- 
teristic speech—that is to say, it was at 
once impudent and sophistical, full of in- 
vective for his opponents, and carefully 
avoiding the issues directly made by them. 
He described the independent Democrats 
who are now supporting the Republican 
ticket as ‘‘ a few kid-gloved gentlemen, who 
never get among the people, but rise above 
them and perfume each other,” and as 
“little lawyers chirping ‘Reform, re- 
form, reform!” He declared that Mr. 
COWEN was “‘ responsible” for “ the present 
state of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad,” 
and was “ pursuing his present course know- 
ing that it will be a service to the masters 
he is about to have.” And there was much 
more of the same sort. 

With this sort of defense the people of 
Maryland are not likely to be content; 
whether they are or not, it is not a matter 
in which outsiders can be very much inter- 
ested, save so far as the abusive tone of Mr. 
GORMAN confirms the general impression as 


to the rowdy tendency of his character. ’ 


With what he has to sy of the President, 
however, the country at large has concern. 
He thus describes the process that led tothe 
installment of EuGrNE HuicGerns in the 
Treasury, Morris A. Tromas in the De- 
partment of the Interior, and Rasim in 
the Naval Office at the Port of Baltimore: 
“We have had four representatives in the 
House and twoin the Senate ready to listen to 
the voice of all Democrats and present them. 
Lut passing over our heads, these men who had 
nothing to do with the election of CLEVELAND, 
tried to control the President in his appoint- 
ments. But he came forward, like the level- 
headed man he is, and told them that the voice 
of the people of Maryland must reach him 
through their representatives in Congress.” 


This is obviously an attempt on the part 
of Mr. GORMAN to saddle the President with 
complete responsibility for everything the 
Gorman ring has obtained in the way of 
patronage. Itis not a ccrrect statement of 
the facts. In the first place, the men who 
protested against the appointments we have 
mentioned did not seek to control the Presi- 
dent in his appointments. They sought 
simply to prevent his appointing unfit men, 
with no intimation of any preference for 
other men. Inthe second place, the Presi- 
dent never, so far as we are aware, 
announced the principle attributed to 
him, and, if he did so, has repeatedly vio- 
lated it, not only in Maryland, butin other 
States, by selecting men to whom the “ rep- 
resentatives in Congress” were opposed. 
In the third place, the Maryland repre- 
sentatives were not all agreed on the men 
whom GorRMAN wanted and most of whom 
he got. Finally, the appointment of Gor- 
MAN’s tools in Maryland is wholly incon- 
sistent with the avowed purposes and gen- 
eral policy of the President, and Mr. 
GORMAN does the President the greatest 
possible harm in identifying him with 
action that is in every way discreditable 
and unfortunate. 

The course of the Senator, however, is 
perfectly natural, and it was inevitable 
that he should seek to strengthen himself 
by representing that opposition to him 
would weaken the Administration. That is 
an argument to which the friends of reform 
in Maryland will give very little weight. 
They will consider the issue presented on 
its merits. They cannot do otherwise. So 
far as Mr. CLEVELAND has sustained Mr. 
GORMAN, the condemnation of the latter 
As 
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of reform have done their best 
to prevent Mr. GorMaNn from being 
sustained by the Administration, they 
cannot be held responsible for the situation, 
and they cannot allow themselves to be em- 
barrassed by it or diverted from their plain 
duty. Moreover, whatever may be true of 
the past, it is plain that the defeat of Gor- 
MAN in Maryland would tend to relieve Mr. 
CLEVELAND of the burden he has so far car- 
ried. Butif that were not so, it would still 
be the duty of those who sustain the reform 
principles which Mr. CLEVELAND represents 
todo all that they can to crush the man 
who is the most conspicuous and most inso- 
lent opponent of those principles. 





FREE SPEECH AND THE POLICE. 

The blunder made by the police on Satur- 
day night in breaking up a meeting of the 
Progressive Labor Party is particularly un- 
fortunate. Capt. REILLY avows his own 
responsibility forit ina manly way. His 
explanation is not satisfactory to the inno- 
cent bystanders who were clubbed, and 
these persons, in the few cases in which 
their injuries are serious, are probably en- 
titled to such redress as would be afforded 
them if they had been injured in the course 
of ariot in which they had taken none but 
a passive part. 

Capt. REILLY’s explanation at least makes 
it clear that the blunder, though a very bad 
one, was not one of the kind that are said 
to be worse than crimes. He intervened at 
the request of the men in charge of the 
meeting to prevent a disturbance of it. His 
action was misinterpreted by the body of 
policemen behind him as intended to dis- 
perse the meeting, and they accordingly 
dispersed it. Although Capt. REILLY ad- 
mits that it was his own neglect that caused 
this misinterpretation, it is evident that he 
had not the slightest intention of bring- 
ing about the result that ensued. His 
explanation would have assured reasonable 
people that the dispersion of their meeting 
was a deplorable accident. The unreason- 
ableness of the people with whom he had to 
deal is shown by their completely ignoring 
an explanation that carries on its face the 
evidence of its accuracy and denouncing 
the conduct of the police as ‘“‘ a malicious 
outrage.” If they had said,that the occur- 
rence showed a lamentable lack of discipline 
on the part of the police they would have 
been warranted by the facts. It is scandal- 
ous that a number of patrolmen should 
go “pitching into” a crowd in this promis- 
cuous fashion with their clubs. No such at- 
tack should be permitted to be made by a 
large body of police except in obedience to 
an explicit order by the officer in command. 
Capt. REILLY says, and he is not contra- 
dicted, that he gave no such order, but that 
his departure with a small squad of police 
was taken by the body of police behind him 
for such an order. This is all wrong, and 
should be made the subject of investigation 
and discipline by the Commissioners. 

In fact, the limits of free speech need to 
be much more clearly defined for the benefit 
both of Socialists and of policemen than 
they now appear to be. It is the right 
of any person to express his , views 
upon any topic of public concern to as 
many people as he can assemble to hear 
them, and to be protected from any disturb- 
ance in the process. He has no right to 
instigate crime. The police, however, are 
not the judges upon this point, unless 
a riot is either in progress or imminent as 
the result of the speeches. If a speaker 
should counsel his hearers to proceed forth- 
with to attack some man or some building, 
the police would have the right to take him 
into custody, and if the audience showed 
any signs of acting on his counsel they 
would have the right to disperse the crowd. 
When an orator calls his audience “ to 
arms” it is time for the police to interfere, 
as they did at such a juncture in Chicago. 

Nothing of this kind was said or done at 
the meeting on Saturday night. In fact, the 
proceedings appear to have been strictly 
within the law and the rights of the persons 
assembled. So that if Capt. REImLty had in- 
tended to disperse the meeting he would 
have been guilty of the gross outrage with 
which the managers of the meeting most 
unreasonably charge him. 

It is very fortunate that the disturbance 
which was the occasion of Capt. REILLY’s 
blunder did not proceed from members of 
either of the *‘ capitalistic” parties. In that 
case it would have been even harder than 
it now seems to be to persuade the people 
concerned that the police did not interfere 
for the purpose of backing up the disturb- 
ers. ‘In fact, the disturbance was made 
by members of another labor party, and 
consisted in cbeers for HENRY GEORGE. The 
police will not be suspected of sympathy 
for GEORGE against the candidate of the 
other labor party, whoever he is, any more 
than for that candidate against GEORGE. 
Nevertheless it is not to be desired that 
the police should break up lawful and 
peaceable public meetings, either by delib- 
erate design or by a culpable lack of 
discipline, and the Commissioners should 
take such action as will insure the public 
against the recurrence of such an incident 
as that of Saturday night. 

THE OIL TRUST AND THE KNIGHTS. 

There is in Olean a co-operative oil re- 
fining company composed of Knights of 
Labor. This is one of the few refineries 
which the Standard Oil Trust has not 
crushed or driven out of the business. But 
while the co-operating Knights are still per- 
mitted to work in the field which the Trust 
long ago marked for its own, they are be- 
ginning to feel the weight of the Trust’s 
displeasure. At the Minneapolis conven- 
tion, on the 8th inst., they appealed to the 
order for help. 

‘We are attempting,” they say, ‘‘ to com- 
pete with the strongest and most unscrupu- 
lous monopoly in the world.” They point 
to the long list of refining firms that have 
been pushed into bankruptcy by the Trust 
or compelled by oppression to surrender. 
‘““We ask you,” they say in conclusion, 
‘‘as members of our common brotherhood, 
to take such action as will seem consistent 
under the circumstances.” 

The infamous methods of the Standard 
Oil Trust cannotbe too severely denounced. 
This Trust, a combination whose history is 
full of iniquity, is not only a great evil in 





friends | itself, butisalso the parent of many other 


conspiracies. The co-operating Knights 
have a right to carry on the business of 
refining oil, and the laws should uphold 
that right against the attacksof a monopoly 
that has obtained power by usurping fran- 
chises granted by the people and by con- 
spiring with railroad corporations to crush 
all competition in a great field of industry. 
These Knights are entitled to rates for 
transportation by common carriers as low 
as the rates paid by the Trust, and we hope 
that they will secure the punishment of any 
common carrier that shall, at the request of 
the Trust, unjustly discriminate against 
them. 

But do not certain methodsof the Knights 
of Labor themselves closely resemble those 
of the Standard Oil Trust? The Trust is 
a conspiracy. It is a combination whose 
members have conspired to drive out of the 
oil-refining business all refiners who are not 
associated with them or who will not con- 
sent to surrender their independence upon 
the Trust’s terms, and to exclude from 
that business all who desire to enter 
it and work in it independently. The 
Trust has practically forbidden  citi- 
zens to refine oil in competition with its 
factories and has enforced its prohibition 
by penalties that have prevented independ- 
ent refiners from. earning a living in a busi- 
ness which they had chosen. Have not the 
Knights used similar methods against work- 
men who would not come to their terms? 
Are they not using such methods now, not 
only as regards workmen, but also against 
manufacturers and merchants? Were not 
thousands of poor cigarmakers deprived of 
work in this city and thrust into the street 
by the Knights for the sole reason that they 
would not give up their trades union? And 
these oppressed men were members of the 
order. Did not the Knights pursue O. M. 
Hartt from city to city, depriving him 
of an opportunity to support his 
family, because he. as foreman, had faith- 
fully served his employer by discharging a 
workman for dishonesty? Have not the 
Knights in almost innumerable cases con- 
spired to prevent other men from ‘‘exercis- 
ing a lawful trade or calling”? On the aay 
before this appeal from Olean was read the 
General Executive Board presented in a re- 
port the names of scores of manufacturers 
and merchants whom the order was asked 
to boycott. 

The Knights would be much better 
equipped for assailing the methods of the 
Standard Oil Trust if they were not using 
some of those methods for the oppression 
of men who do not agree with them. 
Nevertheless we hope they will cause the 
legality of the Trust’s methods to be test- 
ed in the courts.

THE CAFFAREL AFFAIR. 


The speech of Gen. FERRON at Chartres 
appears to admit the complicity of Gen. 
CAFFAREL or others 1n selling the decora- 
tion of the Legion of Honor, so that any 
hope derived from this officer’s vigorous 
protestations that he was innocent must 
probably be abandoned. Indeed, the suc- 
cess of the trap set for him, which consisted 
of a detective’s personating a merchant de- 
sirous of obtaining the decoration and then 
securing from Gen. CAFFAREL a promise to 
use his influence to obtain it, left ‘little 
doubt that the suspected practice has been 
going on. Actual trial, however, will prob- 
ably be needed to show exactly to what 
extent he has committed himself and has 
received payment for his advocacy. Gen. 
FERRON’S language would seem to indicate 
that former instances in which the order 
has been conferred may already have been 
reviewed and found to tell against the 
arrested persons. 

The assumption of titles in France is 
not uncommon, and is rarely checked, ex- 
cept when some real title, already belong- 
ing to others, is appropriated. There is 
also an undoubted trade in some European 
decorations, and some time ago an English 
paper secured a price list for sundry stars, 
crosses, and ribbons which one enterprising 
firm had established. This industry, in 
fact, had been so far elaborated that it 
was carried on upon the installment sys- 
tem, by weekly payments. The decoration 
of the Legion of Honor, the only order 
left in ‘France, has not been suspected 
hitherto of being made a matter of traffic, 
but it is quite certain that it has been 
dispensed with a freedom that would con- 
siderably reduce its market value for the 
purposes of Gen. CAFFAREL or his associates, 
A world’s fair at Paris is apt to bring 
out a great increase of chevaliers, and since 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor can 
be conferred for almost any sort of dis- 
tinction, it is less strange that it has be- 
come the possession of an enormous number 
of people. It is said that there are several 
scores of thousands of membersof thelegion 
at present, taking all countries together, so 
that Gen. CAFFAREL’S accomplices may plead 
that a few more would be of small conse- 
quence. 

Of course the keen disgrace felt in the 
matter by the military authorities is that 
any officer in high position among them 
should be connected with this breach of 
trust. There must be some anxious re- 
flection as to whether misconduct more 
grave in its consequences might not be sus- 
pected of such persons. The only thing left 
is the infliction of punishment upon the 
offenders whose guilt is proved, and this, 
according to Gen. FERRON, will certainly 
be done, PE Dene ed Pee 

Honest uncommercial persons are much 
puzzled by such cases as the robbery of the 
Maiden-lane jeweler. From the standpoint 
of the negro earning a dollar or two a day 
they cannot imagine, putting themselves 
into his place, how he could find oppor- 
tunity to stealan aggregate of many thou- 
sand dollars. And, putting themselves into 
the place of the merchants, they wonder 
whether, in their own affairs, such a drain 
could go on year after year without detec- 
tion of the fact and only vaguest suspicion 
as to the thief. Probably there would be 
fewer such cases if thieving were made 
more difficult. When a bank officer publicly 
declares that he must trust his subordi- 
nates, that there isno way of preventing a 
man who handles money from going off with 
as many bank notesas he can hidein his 
clothes, the depositors and Directors have 
some cauge for anxiety. And when mer- 


chants are sosatisfied with their profits that 
they disregard details of their business 
they should reflect that they are tempting 
their employés as well as exposing them- 
selves to risk, which often turns a handsome 
profit and loss credit into a serious debit. 
There is a dubious economy in paying too 
small wages, and “bell punches” and 
“chopping boxes” and such devices are 
useful and cheap even if they do cost money.

Witness also 
identified two letters from Lester B. Faulkner 
to the Hanover National Bank, one of which 
was dated Feb. 7, 1887, and requested the redis- 
count of paper sent by mail, promising to fix 
everything all right soon. The other letter was 
dated Aug. 16, 1887, and mentioned having re- 
ecived a letter from Mr. Donald, and appreciat- 
ing all he said, (about the management of the 
Dansville Bank.) Mr. Faulkner’s letter then 
reads: 

“My persona! attention to the affairs of the bank 
has aroused some suspicion that things are wron 
and has, in fact, caused a veritable run on our funds. 
Thad intended paving you $15,000 or $20,000 on the 
15th of the month, but cannot do so now on acconnt 
of therun. I expect to pull things through if I can 
have my own way. and as far as those here are con- 
cerned [ shall have it.” 

This letter of course was offeredin evidence 
and was to offset the endeavor of the defense to 
prove atthe last hearing that Gen. Faulkner 
Kave No personal attention whatever to theabank 
matters. Witness stated that the indebtedness 
of the Dansville Bank to the Hanover National 
Bank on Aug. 1 was over $40,000. On cross- 
examination witness said he knew the notes dis- 
counted by this bank for the Bank of Dansville 
bore the defendant’s indorssment, because he 
“saw him signthem at his desk.” The hearing 
will be continued to-morrow. ~~

TALKING ABOUT BOLTING AND MAKING 
ASSEMBLY NOMINATIONS, 

There seems to be a desire among some of 
the politicians in the Third Senatorial District. 
of Brooklyn, to bolt the nomination of Capt. 
Eugene F. O'Connor, on the ground that it was 
the result of a shameful deal, the prime object of 
which was to keep either William N. Waring or 
Stephen M. Griswold from getting the nomina- 
tion. Ernest Nathan, who was the strongest 
manin the field, hate?’ Waring and Griswold 
more than he loved the office of Senator, and he 
bound himaelf to “ Al” Daggett and William N. 


Beard to cast his votes for O'Connor when it 
Was seen that be himself could not beat Waring. 
Although O'Connor is a Twentieth Ward man 
and had the support of his ward delegates, led 
by Harry Beard, he had hard work to keep those 
delegates in iine. He only did it by main foree 
and threatened revenge in case he was deserted. 

Beard was really a Waring man, as was * Bill” 
Leaycraft, and wanted to cast his ward dele- 
gates for Waring. He proposed to O’Connor sev- 
eral days ago to use him as a stalking horse, but 
O’Connor would not allow that sort of thing, 
and went to Beard’s elegant mansion on the hill 
on ‘Thursday night and raised a bigrow. There 
Was @ caucus going on at the time, at which 
Waring was to bo made the choice of the ward 
delegation, but O'Connor swung the delegates 
over to his side and left Beard to vote for War- 
ing—if he dared. He did notdare. But O’Con- 
nor could not trust him, and, although a candi- 
date, he attended the convention and, taking a 
front seat, kept his eyes fastened on Beara’s 
face every time that wily politician voted. On 
the seventh ballot the deadlock broke, and 
O’Connor gained the prize. He was broken 
down completely by the struggle, and went to 
Saratoga yesterday. He showed himself a ther- 
ough politician and a match for the Beard-Leay- 
craft combination. 

Last night was the time appointed for the 
holding of the Republican Assembly Conven- 
tions, but ;only a few were satisfactorily con- 
cluded. There is every reason to suppose that’ 
the Republicans will elect 4 out of the 12 As- 
semblyman in the county. Last year they had 
only 2, Reitz, of the Seventh, aud Bacon, of the 
Ninth. Reitz will probably be renomivated, in 
which case he will win, and any one can win in 
the Ninth. In the Eleventh a Republican ma- 
jority usually exists, but last year Knight of 
Labor Graham was elected. He acted with the 
Democrats. 

The Twelfth District, comprising the Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-sixth Wards and the county 
towns, which has been represented by R. V. B. 
Newton for several terms, will probably be rep- 
resented by D. W. Tallmage, a Republican, who 
was nominated last night. Newton has declined 
to run again, and Talimageis understood to have 
the support of John Y. McKane. Tallmage was 
formerly Secretary of the Board of Education. 

In the Eighth District, comprising the Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Wards, Joseph Falks was 
nominated last night. He is the sonof a wealthy 
shipbuilder.

THE TEXAS OCOTION CROP. 


sbiaiaatiaiipgattatntin 
A DECREASE IN YIELD COMPARED WITH 
LAST YEAR. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Oct. 10.—A great deal 
of interest at present centers in the Texas cot- 
ton crep, owing largely to the fact that the 
output of Texas is so much larger than 
any other single province in the world that a 
heavy increase or decrease will seriously affect 
the total eotton yield. To-day’s bureau report 
showing the general condition of cotton through- 
out the United States to be over 5 per cent. 
worse than was shown by the September re- 
port, caused no surprise whatever here among 
the cotton trade, but served to corroborate the 
many private reports of damage and short 


crops in Texas and the Memphis district. Onthe 
7th inat. the Galveston News published reliable 
crop reports from 75 counties in the State, and 
predicted that the cotton yield of Texas would 
not reach the outpnt of last year, as a maximum 
estimate, by 7 to 10 percent. Reduced to plain 
figures, and using 842 per cent. decrease as a 
basis, the prediction of the News simply means a 
shortage of 113,000 bales as compared with last 
season, or, in other words, a yield of 1,232,000 
bales, 

The News is conservative in its estimates, and 
an experience of over 20 years bas proved it the 
most reliable authority in the world on Texas 
crops. Since the 7th inst. crop reports have 
been received from 40 additional counties, the 
tenor of which more than corroborates the vre- 
vious estimate of decrease. In fact, had these 
later counties been reported at the time the 
News made its prediction it must necessarily 
have increased the estimated per cent. of de- 
crease, as the additional 40 counties show a 
large preponderance of bad returns over good 
returaos, and give a clearer idea of the vast ter- 
ritory depredated by worms. Late reports 
from Central and Southwest Texas tell of dam- 
age and loss occasioned by the recent 
heavy rains, which beat the cotton out of the 
open bolls, discoloring the staple and destroying 
large quantities. All reports serve to demon- 
atrate that the present season has been a most 
peculiar one in Texas. With a late start, the 
entire trade anticipated an equally late picking 
season, buton the contrary Texas turned out 
much more August and September cotton than 
ever before known, and the explanation of this 
extraordinary result is now apparentin the re- 
ports from nearly every cotton-producing coun- 
ty. showing that the plant was forced to 
maturity in too short # time and was thus pre- 
vented from absorbing from the soil its full pro- 
ductive strength. This is strikingly proved in 
the small top crop. 

Probably the best individual authority in the 
State enthe cotton yield to-day gave your corre- 
aspondent the following tabulated figures, show- 
ing the estimated yield this year by districts 
and the actual yield last year. These figures 
are based upon information and reports from 
available sources up to date:

CAPT. REILLY SAYS HIS 18 

THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

INVESTIGATION OF THE UNION- 
SQUARE AFFAIR BEGUN BY ORDER 
OF THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

The hurricane charge of the blue coats in 
Union-square Saturday night during an outdoor 
meeting of the Progressive Labor Party received 
official consideration at Police Headquarters 
yesterday afternoon. The Commissioners met 
and passed a resolution directing Superintendent 
Murray to make a thorough investigation of the 
matter. Subsequently Capt. Reilly, of the Nine- 
teenth Precinct, who was in command of the de- 
tail at the meeting, called at Headquarters to 
gee the Superintendent. : 

While waiting for an opportunity to see his 
superior Capt. Reilly said: “ Nobody is to blame 
but myself for the wild rush of the men, and I 
am Willing to shoulder the responsibility. I had 
100 men and seven roundsmen. There was no 
other officer present ranking me and none 
besides above rank of roundsman. That was 
my fault, too, because Inspector Steers, who has 
charge of the district, asked me if I wanted any- 
body to assist me, and I told him that I did not 
think it was necessary. No human being could 
have foreseen the panic; it was an accident 


mure and simple. Asfor the statement of Mr. 

nomas, of the Executive Committee, contra- 
dicting me, I can only say that my word is as 
good as his. Political capital is trying to be 
made out of the rumpus, and I suppose the 
agitation will last till election. I have yet to 
see the individual who was hurt in the stam- 
pede or to hear a complaint against any of the 
men.” 

Tne Captain was not in the Superintendent’s 
oftice five minutes, and immediately left the 
building after the interview. Superintendent 
Murray said that he had requested Capt. Reilly 
to make a written report, and it would probably 
be submitted to-day. It will not be made public, 
however, unless the Commissioners do it after 
the Superintendent’s report is rendered. The 
Superintendent could not tell how long it would 
take to make the investigation. It might be 
prolonged if individual complaints or charges 
ure received. Up to the present time he has had 
nothing of the kind. The Superintendent's pri- 
vate opinion of the alleged ‘‘conspiracy” in 
Union-square is that it was one of those things 
that could not be averted under the circum- 
stances. 

Soon after 3o0’clock in the afternoon thespecial 
committee of the Central Labor Union called at 
Headquarters and saw Commissioner Fitz John 
Porter. Chairman Edward Conklin explained 
the visit, and presented a copy of the resolutions 
adopted by the union. The Commissioner said 
that an investication had been ordered, and no 
guilty man would eseape. “I don’t think we 
need the help of any committee,” be said, * but 
if there are any individual complaints they will 
receive due consideration, It is my opinion 
that you and your friends are making too much 
ado about whatto my mind was unavoidable 
and barren of bloodshed.” The members of the 
committee withdrew. and while talking with 
reporters in the first-floor corridor were ordered 
to move on by a policeman on duty at the Mul- 
berry-street coor. 

Yhere was talk about Police Headquarters 
that Inspector Conlin may become involved in 
the case, because he was the only Inspector on 
duty and ought to have been at the Union- 
square meeting. 

At the headquarters of the Progressive Labor 
Party, in Stanton-street, it was stated that all 
the affidavits taken Sunday had been placed by 
the Law Committee in the hands of Lawyer T. B. 
Wakeman. He intends te formulate charges 
against Capt. Reilly and such policemen who used 
their clubs unnecessarily as ean be identified. 
The feeling in the party is that the matter 
should be pressed vigorously in the ceurta and 
on the proper authorities. Mr. Wakeman said 
yesterday that he was not ready to outline. his 
plan of action. : 

The official organ of the party yesterday dc- 
voted a page to the matter and declared it to be 
a conspiracy. Editor Scheviteh and Aaron 
Heury called at the Park Commissioners’ office 
about 1:30 o’clock yesterday and made formal 
application fora permit to hold an indignation 
meeting in Union-square next Monday evening. 
The fact thatapplication had been made was 
subsequently denied by the permit clerk for 
some reason ouly known to himselt. Editor 
Schevitch had said: “We did call and 
made the usual application. We were told to 
specify the character of the proposed meeting, 
and did so in writing. We asked for the privi- 
lege of using the cottage for committees and 
speakers wnd to erect several stands on the 
plaza. The object of the meeting was stated to 
be to protest against the action of the police in 
aispersing the meeting of citizens held on Satur- 
day night. Wesaw Cemumissioner Borden, and 
he said the application would be granted to- 
morrow. He wid us there would be no difficulty 
about it. 

“My opinion is that the breaking up of the 
meeting was a preconcerted plan between Capt. 
Beattie anu Capt. Reilly. If they had succeeded 
in driving ua off the veranda they would have 
effectually broken up the meeting when whe 
charge was made. We would have lost our only 
rallying pointand the conspiracy wouid have 
been entirely successful.” 

Capt. Beattie denied that there was any pre- 
concerted arrangement. ‘** What I told the com- 
mittee,” he said, ** was thatthe permit did not 
give them the right to tack flags and banners on 
the cottage.” 

District Attorney Martine, in reference to the 
police outrage in Union-square Saturday night, 
said yesterday that if a complaint of unwar- 
rauted and grievous assauit were made to him 
by any of the injured parties he should be 
obliged to entertain it. “It was a most un- 
fortunate affair,” said he, ‘‘but [ think Capt.

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THAT SUNKEN-TRACK SCHEME. 

The Park Commissioners gave a hearing 
Yesterday on the proposition to adopt certain 
piaus for sinking the New-York and+ Harlem 
Railroad Company’s tracks in the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards. Frank Loomis aud 
J. M. Toucey were present on behalf of the rail- 
road, aud a number of property owners were 


there, some in favor of and others opposed to 
the plans filed in the Park Department. 

lichard D. Hamilton said he was in favor of 
Binking the tracks, but wanted the work dene 
properly. The tracks on Vanderbiit-avenue 
shuuid be so depressed that all intersecting 
streets couid be carried over them at a proper 
trade. The filed plans were the outcome of a 
tonference between the Park Board and the 
railroad company and favored the railroad too 
much. Only 19 crossings were provided in 
seven anda half miles, while there should be 75 
one for every street. 

Mr. Hamilion was applauded by many of those 
present, and President Borden became angry. 
“ This is uot a political meeting,” he said, “ and 
Mr. Hamilton is not on the stump,” 

J. F. McLoughlin claimed that what the com- 
pany proposed to do involved the practical con- 
liscation of a large amount of property. Others 
expressed their views, and then Mr. Hamilton 
attacked Assemblyinan Robert Ray Hamilton 
for passing the bill under which the plans were 
drawn. The railroad company wanted to spend 
ouly $2,000,000, when for $500,000 more plans 
on be arranged which would satisfy the 
public. 

The hearing was adjourned until Oct. 22 at

BEATEN BY THE CIVIL CODE. 

Leroy B. Crane and his faction have been 
defeated in their judicial attempt to get the bet- 
ter of Ashbel P. Fitch and the other leaders of 
the Republican organization in the Twenty- 
third Assembly District. They allege that the 
oflicers of the Republican organization in that 
district helda meeting in August, contrary to 


the provisions of the constitution of the Repub- 
lican County Committee, proposed about 200 
persons for membership, and that Sept. 9 
these persons were iilegaliy enrolled. They asked 
the court for a mandamus compelling the ofti- 
cers of the association to sulmit ite records to 
their inspection, and for an injunction restrain- 
ing the agsociation’s inspectors of election 
from counting the votes of these illegally en- 
rolled members at its primary election next Fri- 
day.

EACH SIDE 
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A BIG STRIKE OF PRINTERS AND PRESS- 
MEN TO BEGIN TO-DAY. 

Most of yesterday was devoted by the 
employing printers, the Commissioners of the 
State Board of Arbitration, and the representa- 
tives of Typographical Union No. 6 toa series 
of conferences. They reached no settlement of 
the existing troubles, and to-day will proba- 
bly see 2,500 compositors and 1,000 pressmen 
out on strike. The men in the Trow shop 
practically began their strike Saturday evening, 
as they did not return to work yesterday, and 


at noon Typographical Union No. 6 had decided 
to order atrikes in all the offices where the bosses 
refuse to accept its terms—payment by the 
week, an advance ef wages to 43 cents per 1,000 
ems, and every employe a union man. 

On Saturday Recording Secretary De Baun, 
of the Typotheta, issued a circular announcing 
that a apecial meeting of that organization 
would be held yesterday afternoon, and warning 
the members against accepting rumors or re- 
ports about the action of other offices. Mr. De 
Vinne then sent a dispatch to the members of 
the State Board of Arbitration asking them to 
come here andtry to settle the trouble. The 
Commissioners replied that they would be at the 
Metropolitan Hotel Monday morning. 

Messra. Howard Lockwood, J. J. Little, De 
Vinne, and J. W. Harper met the Commissioners 
at the time and place set, and Joseph T, Smith, 
from Typographical Union No. 6, was also pres- 
ent. The employers said they were ail willing to 
pay the union scale of prices, but they had not 
agreed with regard to making their offices union 
card ones. The other differences could receive 
later consideration. 

Commissioner Donovan said the State Board 
of Arbitration would do allin ita power to re- 
store harmony, and suggested that both sides 
appoint a joint committee to settle the differ- 
euces. Pending the decision of the committee 
printers who had struck should return to work 
and no strikes be ordered. 

Mr. Smith, from the union, said he had no 
power to countermand the order to strike or 
make any arrangements, but he would consult 
with the other officers of the nnion. It was agreed 
to hold a conference at Mr. De Vinne’s office, and 
Mr. Smith, with President Everett Glacken, of 
the Typographical Union, went there. Mr, De 
Vinne repeated the suggestions Commissioner 
Donovan had made, but Mr. Glacken replied 
that he could not consider the proposition, as 
the matter had already been acted upon by the 
union. He would direct, however, that the 
printers should not strike before evening. 

During the day the printers in the offices of 
Putnaw Sons, Hewitt, Sibley, De Baun, R. H. 
Smith, Drummond, and Middleditch were re- 
ported on strike. The strikers in these offices, 
with those of Trow’s office, were estimated at 
500 by the bosses and at about 300 by the print- 
ers themselves. 

At 4 o’clock the Typothet= held a meeting at 
10 Murray-street. About 30 members were 
resent, and among the firms represented were 

ekwood & Co., Smith & Sons, H. L. Rankin, 
Jr.,the Trow Printing and Bookbinding Com- 
pany, Putnam Sons, and D. Appleton & Co. 
Atter a long discussion it was decided that the 
organization should adhere to its former action, 
and not accede to the demands of the union 
about having union ecard offices. This will give 
the union no alternative but to strike. 
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IN JUSTICH DUFFY'S COURT. 


THE LAWYERS DISGRUNTLED—A VERY 
MEAN SWINDLE. 

There was 2 great deal of contention be- 
tween Justice Duffy and tho lawyers practicing 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday, 
owing to a new rule which the magistrate made 
yesterday and which the lawyers say curtails 
their privileges. Heretofore the lawyers have 
had the freedom of the court room, roaming about 
at their sweet will, making themselves at home 


in the examination rooms, ard often invading 
the precincts of the magistrate’s desk. The rule 
which the magistrate yesterday ordered the 
officers of the court to enforce was that the law- 
yers should remain outside of the railing until 
the cases in which they are interested are called, 
aud then they would be permitted to pass in be- 
fore the magistrate’s desk. 

The lawyers took umbrage at this restriction, 
and several of them claimed the right to enter 
behind the railing at any time. The magistrate 
would not permit this. Counselor Stiner had 
acase on during the afternoon, and he would 
not ask permission to enter the space before the 
magistrate’s desk, but insisted upon addressing 
the court from among the audience. The magis- 
trate would not listen to him, and he was com- 
pelled to obey the rule of the court. Justiee 
Duffy means to enforce the rule, which, he 
claims, is necessary for the orderly transaction 
of business, despite the objections of the law- 
yers.

S71. MICHAEL’S LARDER. 


A DAY AND A SAINT THAT THE GER- 
MANS LOVE. 


One of the most popular saints in the 
German calendar is St. Michael. He must have 
been a pretty square up and down sort of man 
in the flesh, as an effort is annualiy made by the 
descendants of people who lived in his neigh- 
borhood to keep his memory green. It is gen- 
erally understood that he was the proprietor of 
a chapel, some 1,800 years ago, and that this 
chapel was built at Durkeim, which is on the 
left side of the Rhine and opposite Heidelberg, 
and which is chiefly celebrated for its wine. 
When &t. Michael flourished Christians were 
scarce and only people who were possessed of 
very strong convictions or were tired of life 
publicly announced their belief in the doctrine 
taught by him, for the authorities in those early 


days were very conservative on the question of 
religion and had an unpleasant habit of dispos- 
iugof people who entertained opposing views 
by entering them to a finish with lions or tigers, 
pope plowshares, or something with boiling 
oil in 1. 

However, as time passed the authorities be- 
came more liberal in a variety of ways, and 
somné monopolists having furnished 8t. Michael 
Withachapeland advertised him extensively 
as an accomplished though modest gentleman 
and the possessor of extraordinary medical 
knowledge, it became the fashionable fad to call 
at his chapel, drink his well water, ask for a 
blessing, drop sequinsin his hat, and pass on. 
No particular inconvenience was experienced by 
St. Michael or by his callers so long as they 
didn’t all pitch on the same day, but when an 
original Christian proposed one day that a cer- 
tain period of the year should be devoted to St. 
Michael so that all his time should not be oceu- 
pied in receiving visitors, and the proposition 
was adopted, then the trouble began and the 
nature of the pilgrimage underwent a marked 
change. 

St. Michael’s Day became fashionable, and so 
many peopie made a point of observing it that 
the larder of the chapel was entifely unequal to 
the occasion. The people who lived in the vicin- 
ity of the chapel, and who were on too close 
terms with St. Michael to spend all their sub- 
stance on him, saw a chance to make money out 
of his reputation. So on St. Michaei’s Day they 
made a point of visiting the neighborhood of the 
chapel and carrying with them immense quan- 
tities of sausage and sauerkraut and a great 
many other edibles, the names of which all end 
in “ wurst,” and which are the very worst the 
reporter ever tasted, and these they sold to the 
Pilgrims. Theeustom thrived, and every year 
Durkheim is invaded by an army of pilgrims, 
whose oatensibie purpose is todo honor to the 
memory of St. Michael, but whose real purpose 
is devour young pig and other German deli- 
cacies. 

The festival has been transplanted to America, 
and ror 21 years George Meinhardt, who owns a 
commodious and cheerful-looking “hall” in 
Forsyth-street, has acted as the master of cere- 
monies. The festival lasts for two days. It be- 
gan yesterday and will end to-night. The hall 
is decorated with holly and ivy and has been 
stocked with pigin more shapes than can be 
imagined by those who haven't visited it. Ger- 
man citizens and their wives from all parts of 
town paid it a visit last evening and, according 
to Mr. Meinhardt, who has had experience and 
should know, the crowd will be larger to-night 
than it was lastnight. The festival is held un- 
der the auspices of the Durkheimer Wurstmarkt 
Verein, of which Alderman Goetz is President. 
The holding of the festival is a signal for every- 
body who knows of it to begin laying in the 
Winter stock of sauerkraut, pickle, and other 
Gernian delicacies.

The Hon. Allan L. McDermott appeared in the 
Hudson County Circuit Court at Jersey City yes- 
terday on behalf of the holders of $70,000 of the 
dishonored Secaucus bonds.

and about $130,000 was expended on its construc- 
tion, for which bonds were issued.
